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welcomed  by  the  Sov .'.  Gr  .'.  Commander  to  continued 
attendance  at  our  meetings. 

Ill  .'.  Bro Rowland  introduced  Ill Bro  .'.  Melvin 
M.  Johnson,  newly  elected  Sov.'.  Gr .'.  Commander  of 
the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Northern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A. 

On  the  initiative  of  the  Sov .'.  Gr .'.  Commander,  Bro. 
Johnson  was  greeted  and  received  as  an  Honorary  Member 
in  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

The  Supreme  Council  was  called  off  and  a  Lodge  of 
Perfection  14°  declared  open,  Many  brethren  of  the  Rite 
who  had  been  in  waiting  were  thereupon  admitted  to  the 
chamber. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  then  delivered  his 
Annual  Address  as  follows: 
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To  the  Supreme  Council  oi  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 

Scottish  Rite  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

No  truer  words  were  ever  written  and  put  to 
sweeter  song  than  the  immortal  lines  of  Thomas  Moore: 

“When  I  remember  all 
The  friends  so  link’d  together 
I’ve  seen  around  me  fall 
Like  leaves  in  wintry  weather; 

I  feel  like  one 

Who  treads  alone 

Some  banquet  hall  deserted, 

Whose  lights  are  fled 
Whose  garlands  dead, 

And  all  but  he  departed!” 

Thus  in  the  words  of  another  do  I  seek  to  convey 
to  you  the  sentiments  that  emerge  out  of  the  past  to 
pluck  at  my  heart  strings. 

Twenty-eight  years  ago  when  your  Supreme  Council 
met  in  Ottawa,  I  was  professionally  engaged  in  the 
City  of  Toronto.  Unexpectedly  I  received  a  telegram 
from  a  very  dear  old  friend,  the  late  Ill Bro  .*.  W. 
George  Eakins  33°,  to  report  at  once  in  this  City. 
Knowing  that  this  convocation  was  assembled  here  my 
journey  was  filled  with  heartfelt  anticipation.  Here  in 
company  with  the  late  Ill .'.  Bro .'.  William  Allan 
Young  33°,  I  was  welcomed  by  the  then  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  Most  Puissant  Bro .'.  Sir  John 
Morison  Gibson.  We  were  ,  the  first  candidates  to 
receive  the  33°  at  his  hands.  The  impressions  then 
received  have  never  been  effaced  from  my  mind.  Time 
has  made  the  recollection  of  those  days  sweeter  and 
more  vivid.  Small  wonder  then  that  when  I  entered 
your  City  my  heart  overflowed  with  memories  of  dear 
friends  now  passed  away — memories  richer  with  age. 

Never  since  the  days  of  “Bytown”  has  the  fair  city 
of  Ottawa  been  so  prominently  placed  before  the  eyes  of 
the  world  as  at  the  present  time.  It  has  ever  been 
the  capital  of  a  happy,  prosperous  people,  loyal  to 
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Canada  and  to  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations. 
Never  has  the  world  centered  its  attention  on  any  city 
with  more  longing  for  anticipated  accomplishments  than 
at  the  Trade  Conference  held  here  by  representatives  of 
our  great  Empire.  Since  then  the  terrible  depression 
which  has  gripped,  all  the  peoples  of  the  world  appears 
to  be  receding.  It  is  our  earnest  prayer  that  through 
the  benefits  accomplished  by  that  Trade  Conference  and 
similar  conferences  which  we  hope  will  be  held,  pros¬ 
perity  will  be  revived.  Thus  may  our  Empire  be  to  the 
world  an  example  of  what  can  be  accomplished  by 
friendly  discussion,  mutual  concessions  and  kindly 
consideration  for  the  welfare  of  others. 

The  progress  of  the  Rite  in  Canada  during  the  past 
year  has  been  satisfactory.  It  is  not  wholly  to  be 
regretted  that  we  shall  have  completed  our  year  of  office 
with  a  net  loss  in  membership.  Efforts  that  have  been 
made  to  increase  our  numbers  can  be  well  directed  to 
other  beneficial  activities.  If  interest  in  the  Rite  is 
sustained  and  attendance  at  our  meetings  maintained, 
the  scarcity  of  candidates  is  not  a  serious  loss.  More 
care  should  be  taken  of  those  who  are  already  in  our 
ranks.  I  particularly  urge  that  members  be  not  sus¬ 
pended  for  failure  to  pay  dues  until  each  case  is  per¬ 
sonally  and  thoroughly  investigated  and  the  utmost 
indulgence  extended  to  all  those  who  through  unavoid¬ 
able  circumstances  are  unable  to  perform  their  obliga¬ 
tions.  Now  is  the  time  for  us  to  repair  that  much 
talked  of  mantle — “the  broad  mantle  of  Masonic 
Charity".  Now  must  we  put  into  action  those  words 
which  we  have  for  years  past  been  using  and  show  by 
our  deeds  rather  than  by  expression  of  intention,  the 
consideration,  sympathy  and  charitable  assistance  that 
every  member  of  our  Rite  is  entitled  to  in  his  hour  of 
deserving  need.

I  am  delighted  to  have  the  privilege  of  congratulat¬ 
ing  the  Ill Deputy  for  Alberta  upon  receiving  birthday 
honours  from  His  Majesty  the  King.  For  many  years 
our  Illustrious  Deputy  has  shown  an  untiring  interest 
in  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade,  and  has  been 
Chairman  of  the  Provincial  Council  of  the  Overseas 
Brigade  besides  holding  various  offices  of  trust  of  a 
professional  and  semi-public  nature.  On  June  3rd, 
when  celebrating  his  birthday,  His  Majesty  was  pleased 
to  confer  upon  our  Ill .'.  Deputy  the  decoration  of 
officer-brother  of  the  Venerable  Order  of  St.  John  of 
Jerusalem — an  exceptional  honour  conferred  for  e^ccep- 
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tional  service.  I  know  I  express  the  feeling  of  con¬ 
gratulation  of  Supreme  Council  to  our  Ill .'.  Deputy  and 
extend  to  him  our  heartfelt  wish  that  he  may  be  long 
spared  to  enjoy  the  honour  thus  conferred  upon  him. 

Interjurisdictional  Matters 

I  was  officially  notified  in  June  of  this  year  that 
Lord  Saltoun  had  been  forced  on  account  of  ill  health 
to  resign  the  office  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of 
the  Supreme  Council  of  Scotland.  I  was  about  to  extend 
to  him  our  sympathy  and  our  earnest  prayer  that  he  might 
soon  be  restored  to  good  health  when  word  suddenly  came 
that  he  had  passed  away.  This  will  be  a  source  of  regret 
to  all  members  of  the  Rite  throughout  the  world. 

His  successor  in  office  is  Most  Ill .'.  Bro  C.  C.  Nisbet, 
of  Edinburgh — a  Mason  of  wide  knowledge  and  exper¬ 
ience  who  is  personally  acquainted  with  many  members 
of  this  Council.  We  extend  to  the  new  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  our  congratulations  upon  his  at¬ 
taining  this  office  as  head  of  one  of  the  most  respected 
Supreme  Councils. 

On  the  22nd  day  of  May,  1933,  complying  with  the 
request  of  the  M  .'.  P  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  I  authorized  the  Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection 
to  confer  the  14°  upon  Bro  .*.  Wilbur  Euston  Gordon  13° 
a  member  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  of  Los  Angeles, 
California.  Our  brethren  in  Toronto  were  pleased  to 
do  this  favour  and  extended  to  Bro.  Gordon  such  a 
hearty  reception  as  we  hope  will  impress  upon  him  the 
sincerity  of  our  affection  for  our  brethren  in  the  United 
States. 

The  universality  of  our  Rite  and  the  extent  of  its 
activities  is  indicated  by  the  request  received  by  me 
through  Ill.'.  Bro.'.  John  C.  F.  Tower  33°,  Grand 
Secretary  General  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  England, 
who  advised  me  that  his  Supreme  Council  had  received 
a  request  from  McMahon  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix, 
No.  161,  at  Quetta,  a  small  community  in  the  interior 
of  India,  for  permission  to  affiliate  a  brother  who  had 
received  his  degrees  in  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Ontario, 
Canada,  where  he  had  previously  resided.  After  investi¬ 
gation,  I  was  pleased  to  grant  this  request. 
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I  hope  that  at  this  meeting  we  shall  receive  reports 
from  all  representatives  of  foreign  Supreme  Councils  and 
that  these  reports  will  show  that  we  have  been  in  close 
touch  with  all  recognized  Councils  throughout  the 
world.  A  desire  for  closer  fraternal  bonds  between 
countries  has  been  voiced  by  my  predecessors  in  office 
and  by  representatives  of  many  other  jurisdictions. 
Much  emphasis  was  placed  upon  this  laudable  goal  at 
the  last  international  convention  held  in  Paris  in  1929. 
All  these  considerations  coupled  with  the  need  for  less 
nationalism  and  more  internationalism  in  all  spheres  of 
activity  impel  me  to  urge  that  no  effort  be  spared  to 
get  in  closer  communication  with  all  recognized  Supreme 
Councils.  The  delightful  correspondence  conducted  by 
Ill Bro  Alexander  McDougall  33°,  with  the  Su¬ 
preme  Council  in  Switzerland  bears  witness  to  the 
great  pleasure  which  can  be  derived  and  the  benefits 
that  can  accrue  from  correspondence  such  as  I  have 
suggested. 

It  is  my  duty  to  call  to  your  attention  the  fact  that 
the  quinquennial  conference  of  the  Supreme  Councils  of 
the  World  will  be  held  in  Cuba  in  the  autumn  of  1934 — 
most  likley  before  our  next  annual  session.  After 
having  attended  the  last  meeting  at  Paris  I  am  thor¬ 
oughly  convinced  of  the  great  benefits  that  accrue  to 
Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  general  as  a  result  of  these 
meetings.  I  hope  that  this  Council  will  seriously  con¬ 
sider  the  advisability  of  being  represented  at  the  forth¬ 
coming  meeting  in  order  that  any  benefits  to  be  derived 
therefrom  will  be  shared  by  the  Scottish  Rite  Masons 
in  Canada. 

Recognition  of  Other  Supreme  Councils 

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  formal  application  from  the 
Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Republic  of  Bolivia  asking 
for  its  recognition  by  this  Supreme  Council.  The 
Scottish  Rite  Masons  in  Bolivia  obtained  a  charter 
from  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  Chile  on  October 
17th,  1931  They  have  carried  on  their  activities  in 
La  Paz  since  that  date  and  have  been  recognized  by 
their  neighboring  Supreme  Councils  as  well  as  by  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  From  the  information 
furnished  me  I  deem  it  advisable  and  recommend  that 
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this  Supreme  Council  formally  recognize  the  Supreme 
Council  33°  of  the  Republic  of  Bolivia. 

I  have  considered  for  some  time  the  relation  which 
exists  between  our  Supreme  Council  and  the  Supreme 
Council  33°  of  the  Republic  of  Poland.  Our  brethren 
in  Poland  have  had  a  more  or  less  stormy  career  for 
many  years.  They  have  been  swayed  by  racial,  religious 
and  political  influences  to  an  extent  which  we  in  placid 
Canada  can  hardly  realize.  Recently  their  Grand  Lodge 
has  been  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  the  moral  support  which 
this  recognition  furnishes  has  undoubtedly  been  of  great 
assistance  to  them.  In  the  hope  that  our  recognition 
of  their  Supreme  Council  will  also  help  them  by  assuring 
them  of  our  sympathy  and  co-operation,  and  also 
influenced  by  the  fact  that  the  more  powerful  and  in¬ 
fluential  Supreme  Councils  of  the  world  with  which  we 
are  united  have  also  formally  recognized  the  Supreme 
Council  33°  of  the  Republic  of  Poland,  I  recommend 
that  this  Supreme  Council  accord  it  the  same  recog¬ 
nition. 

May  I  also  call  to  your  attention  the  lack  of  formal 
recognition  between  our  Supreme  Council  and  that  of 
the  Republic  of  Panama.  We  have  had  for  several 
years  the  most  friendly  relations  with  this  Supreme 
Council.  Our  Secretary  General  has  had  considerable 
correspondence  with  it.  I  believe  they  and  we  as  well 
have  always  felt  that  formal  recognition  was  a  more  or 
less  unnecessary  formality.  I  recommend  therefore  that 
the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Republic  of  Panama 
be  formally  recognized  by  this  Supreme  Council. 


Grand  Representatives 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Czecho-Slovakia  at  its 
session  held  in  April  last  elected  our  Ill .’.  Deputy  for 
the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  Edward  Harper 
Cairns  33°,  as  its  representative  near  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Canada.  I  reciprocated  by  appointing  Ill 
Bro  .*.  Bohumil  Nemic  33°  a  professor  in  the  University 
of  Prague  to  represent  us  near  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Czecho-Slovakia. 
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Visitations 

Hardly  had  our  annual  meeting  in  St.  John  been 
concluded  when  the  announcement  of  the  sudden  death 
of  Ill  .*.  Bro .'.  Leon  M.  Abbott  33°  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern 
Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  of  America  shocked 
his  numerous  friends  in  Canada.  My  love  for  the 
deceased  and  my  desire  to  pay  my  respects  to  him  on 
our  behalf  prompted  me  to  attend  his  obsequies  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  was  accompanied  by  Ill .'.  Bro .". 
E.  F.  Riggs  33°,  and  Ill.  Bro  L.  F.  Stevens  33°,  as 
representative  of  Ill  .*.  Bro  .*.  D.  G.  Mcllwraith  33°,  our 
Deputy  for  Ontario.  A  most  impressive  ceremony  was 
conducted  in  the  beautiful  chapel  of  Mount  Auburn 
Cemetery  by  Ill .’.  Bro  .*.  Frederick  Hamilton  33°. 
Ill .'.  Bro  .*.  Hamilton  was  fittingly  selected  as  the 
officiating  cleric  as  he  had  been  a  very  intimate  and  dear 
friend  of  the  deceased  and  is  at  the  present  time  Ill  .*. 
Deputy  for  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  and  like  the 
deceased  has  occupied  the  office  of  Grand  Master  of 
Masons  in  that  state.  The  deceased  was  one  of  the 
most  conscientious,  capable  and  lovable  Masons  with 
whom  it  has  ever  been  my  privilege  to  associate.  The 
absence  of  the  vital  force  of  his  personality  will  be  felt 
by  Masons  in  America  for  may  years  to  come. 

In  November  I  attended  the  Reunion  meeting  of 
Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Hamilton.  There  before 
a  host  of  his  friends  I  had  the  privilege  of  installing 
Ill Bro Douglas  G.  Mcllwraith  33°  in  the  office  of 
Ill .’.  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

In  March  accompanied  by  the  Ill Deputy  for  the 
Province  of  Ontario  and  by  Ill .’.  Bro  .’.  John  A.  Row¬ 
land  33°  I  visited  Niagara  Falls  to  attend  the  annual 
reunion  of  Elgin  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  as  usual  was 
delighted  with  the  able  manner  in  which  the  meeting 
was  conducted.  It  was  a  source  of  inspiration  to  see 
the  success  achieved  by  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  the 
Valley  of  Niagara  Falls. 

In  April  last  Ill  .*.  Bro  L.  F.  Riggs  33°  and  Ill 
Bro  .*.  O.  E.  Stanton  33°  accompanied  me  to  the  City 
of  Kingston  where  with  their  assistance  and  in  the 
presence  of  a  representative  gathering  of  Masons  from 
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the  entire  district  I  consecrated  and  dedicated  a  new 
home  for  the  Scottish  Rite  Masons  of  that  Valley. 
Practically  every  member  of  Kingston  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  and  Rose  of  Sharon  Chapter  was  present  to 
celebrate  the  occasion  and  thanks  to  the  kindness  and 
tireless  efforts  of  those  in  charge  the  meeting  will  ever 
be  pleasantly  remembered  by  those  who  were  privileged 
to  attend. 

In  May  the  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  bodies 
in  the  Valley  of  Toronto  presented  to  Ill.’.  Bro  .’.  L.  F. 
Riggs  33°  his  portrait  done  in  oils  by  one  of  Canada’s 
foremost  artists.  In  the  presence  of  hundreds  of  his 
friends  in  whose  midst  he  has  labored  for  many  years  I 
tried  to  express  to  Ill  .*.  Bro  .'.  Riggs  the  love  and  esteem 
in  which  he  is  held  by  all  those  who  have  the  privilege 
of  his  friendship  and  I  endeavoured  to  the  extent  of  my 
limited  capacity  to  express  the  good  wishes  which 
prompted  the  presentation  and  the  heartfelt  thanks  of 
all  who  have  benefited  by  his  untiring  efforts  in  the 
cause  of  Masonry.  This  meeting  was  one  of  the  largest 
of  its  kind  that  I  have  ever  attended. 

In  July  I  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  A.F.  &  A.M.  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario.  The  consideration  shown  me  at  this  meet¬ 
ing  and  the  kind  manner  in  which  I  was  received  indi¬ 
cated  the  depth  of  the  good  feeling  which  exists  be¬ 
tween  the  government  of  Symbolic  Masonry  and  the 
Scottish  Rite  in  Canada.  May  I  take  this  opportunity 
of  recording  our  congratulations  to  Ill .’.  Bro .’.  Frank 
A.  Copus,  33°,  who  was  elected  Grand  Master  of  that 
Grand  Lodge  on  this  occasion.  We  recognized  the 
worth  of  our  Illustrious  Brother  in  1924  when  we  re¬ 
ceived  him  as  an  Honorary  Member  of  this  Council. 
It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  our  estimation  of  his  out¬ 
standing  ability  has  been  confirmed  by  his  Grand  Lodge 
when  it  conferred  upon  him  the  highest  honour  a  Mason 
can  receive  from  that  source. 

The  Treasurer-General 

It  will  be  a  matter  of  great  regret  to  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  Council  that  Ill .’.  Bro .’.  E.  T.  Malone  33° 
has  vacated  the  office  of  Treasurer-General  that  he  has 
filled  so  successfully  since  October,  1913.  His  retire- 
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ment  from  office  owing  to  ill  health  breaks  a  continuous 
chain  of  activity  which  commenced  when  he  was  re¬ 
ceived  in  the  Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  the  6th 
day  of  February,  1879.  Ever  since  1894  when  he  be¬ 
came  an  honorary  member  of  this  Council  he  has  en¬ 
deared  himself  to  all  of  us  by  his  kindness  to  and  con¬ 
sideration  for  others  and  has  won  our  respect  and 
esteem  by  his  great  ability.  His  services  were  always 
extended  to  those  of  us  who  needed  them.  As  he 
retires  from  active  office  we  take  this  opportunity  of 
extending  to  him  our  congratulations  upon  his  dis¬ 
tinguished  Masonic  career  and  express  to  him  the  hope 
that  he  will  long  be  spared  to  assist  us  in  the  future  as 
he  has  in  the  past  and  grace  our  meetings  with  his  kind 
and  attractive  personality. 

Confronted  with  this  resignation  I  turned  to  Ill 
Bro.'.  John  A.  Rowland  33°  for  assistance.  He  gracious¬ 
ly  acceded  to  my  request  to  act  as  Treasurer-General 
until  a  successor  to  Ill  .'.  Bro  .'.  Malone  had  been  duly 
elected  to  fill  that  office.  At  his  suggestion  I  directed 
that  a  bond  be  secured  from  a  proper  bonding  corpora¬ 
tion  for  the  security  of  this  Council  for  the  due  per¬ 
formance  of  his  duties  by  the  Treasurer-General.  We 
have  never  had  occasion  in  the  past  to  require  such  a 
bond  and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  we  shall 
not  have  occasion  in  the  future  to  require  it.  How¬ 
ever,  ordinary  prudence  prompted  me  to  accede  to  the 
request  and  I  propose  that  in  future  all  occupants  of 
this  office  be  similarly  bonded. 

During  the  past  year,  after  communicating  with  all 
the  Active  Members  of  this  Council,  I  offered  our 
financial  assistance  in  all  worthy  cases  whose  applica¬ 
tions  had  the  endorsement  of  the  Deputy  for  the 
Province.  The  response  to  this  offer  was  gratifying  as 
it  indicated  that  in  most  Valleys  of  our  jurisdiction  the 
local  bodies  were  bravely  and  successfully  shouldering 
the  responsibility  of  caring  for  those  who  through  un¬ 
foreseen  causes  were  in  distress.  In  several  Valleys 
unfortunately  pressure  of  economic  depression  has  been 
felt  to  an  unusual  extent  and  the  burden  placed  on  the 
shoulders  of  our  members  has  been  more  than  they 
could  bear.  It  was  our  privilege  to  assist  these  mem¬ 
bers  and  to  help  in  some  small  way  to  alleviate  the 
distress  and  poverty  of  those  depending  on  them. 
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I  express  the  hope  which  I  know  is  in  the  heart  of 
each  of  you  that  in  the  coming  year  there  will  be  more 
joy,  more  happiness,  in  the  lives  of  that  countless 
multitude  who  for  the  past  years  have  been  suffering. 
May  the  dawn  of  the  New  Year  see  the  gradual  dis¬ 
appearance  of  international  self  seeking  and  individual 
selfishness.  While  we  hope  that  business  will  revive  and 
that  food,  clothing  and  shelter  in  abundance  will  be 
the  lot  of  every  man,  let  us  also  pray  that  there  be  an 
inflation  of  spiritual  values,  that  while  our  attention 
has  been  centered  for  some  time  upon  the  lack  of  physical 
comforts  let  us  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  spiritual 
values  are  of  much  greater  moment  and  that  only  as 
we  value  matters  of  spiritual  importance  can  we  achieve 
happiness. 

May  our  meeting  be  conducted  in  harmony,  be 
productive  of  good,  and  close  in  that  atmosphere  of 
mutual  love  and  respect  which  has  always  characterized 
our  convocations. 

Sovereign  Crand  Commend :r 

The  Lodge  of  Perfection  14°  was  then  closed  and 
Supreme  Council  resumed  labour  in  General  Session. 

On  motion  Ill.*.  Bros.*.  Logan  and  Wardrope  were 
named  a  Special  Committee  on  the  Address.

REPORTS  OF  DEPUTIES 

The  following  reports  of  the  Deputies  of  the  Supreme 
Council  for  the  different  Provinces  were  then  read: 

PROVINCE  OF  ONTARIO 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 

Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Illustrious  Brethren: — 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  as  Deputy  for  the  Province 
of  Ontario  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1933. 

On  October  10th,  1932,  I  was  officially  notified  of  my  appoint¬ 
ment  as  Illustrious  Deputy  for  Ontario,  to  succeed  Ill  Bro 
George  Moore,  33°,  whose  resignation,  tendered  on  account  of  failing 
health,  was  accepted  by  Supreme  Council  at  its  meeting  in  Saint 
John.  I  am  deeply  sensible  of  the  great  honor  conferred  upon  me 
and  during  the  past  year  I  have  endeavored,  to  the  best  of  my  ability, 
faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office.  Wherein  I  have 
failed,  I  have  to  crave  your  indulgence  for  my  inexperience  and  for 
the  exigencies  of  professional  practice. 

It  is  no  light  undertaking  to  assume  the  burden  laid  down  by 
my  distinguished  and  illustrious  predecessor.  His  long  service  in 
all  branches  of  Masonry  and  his  experience  as  a  wise  counsellor  and 
capable  administrator  in  our  Rite  have  gained  for  him  respect, 
loyalty  and  affection  in  a  measure  that  falls  to  the  lot  of  few  men. 
His  brethren  of  Supreme  Council  will  deeply  regret  that  physical 
weakness  forbids  his  presence  at  this  Annual  Session,  and  will 
join  in  the  fervent  hope  that  he  may  long  be  spared  to  go  in  and  out 
among  us  in  happiness  and  in  honor. 

The  same  mail  which  brought  the  news  of  my  appointment, 
apprised  me  of  the  death  at  Boston  of  Ill  .*.  Bro  .*.  Eeon  M.  Abbott, 
33°,  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Ancient 
and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  for  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of 
United  States  of  America,  and  an  honorary  member  of  this  Supreme 
Council.  His  funeral  was  held  in  Boston  on  October  13th.  As  I 
was  unable,  on  account  of  professional  engagements,  to  be  present, 
I  requested  Ill  .\  Bro  .*.  L.  F.  Stephens,  33°,  Commander-in-Chief  of 
Moore  Consistory  to  represent  me  officially,  and  subsequently  I 
received  a  very  gracious  letter  of  acknowledgment  of  his  presence 
from  Ill  /.  Bro  .*.  Spilman,  Secretary-General. 
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Deaths 

Ill  Bro  /.Arthur  Carson  McMaster,  33°,  Active  Member  of  the 
Supreme  Council  and  Grand  Captain  of  the  Guard,  died  on  March 
25th,  1933.  Accompanied  by  Ill  .*.  Bros  .'.  Howell,  Davis,  Wardrope, 
and  Eogan,  Active  Members,  I  attended  his  funeral  in  the  City  of 
Toronto. 

Ill  .*.  Bro  Charles  William  Cartwright,  33°,  Honorary  Mem¬ 
ber,  died  at  his  residence  in  the  City  of  Hamilton  on  May  20th,  1933, 
after  an  illness  of  eight  years. 

Our  sincere  fraternal  sympathy  is  extended  to  the  families  of 
our  departed  brethren. 

In  his  address  at  the  last  meeting  of  Supreme  Council,  the  Most 
Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  repeated  his  plea  for  "the 
immediate  co-operation"  of  Active  and  Honorary  Members  in 
furnishing  the  Grand  Secretary- General  with  such  particulars  of 
birth,  education,  professional,  public  and  Masonic  activities  as 
would  be  of  value  for  the  purpose  of  record,  admitting  his  "great 
disappointment  at  the  lack  of  attention  to  his  request"  made  in 
1931. 

I  felt  it  to  be  my  duty  to  support  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  in  the  matter  and  on  December  15th,  1932,  I  sent  a  circular 
letter  to  the  17  Active  and  108  Honorary  Members  of  Supreme 
Council  accredited  to  the  Province  of  Ontario,  quoting  the  appeal  of 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  asking  for  a  reply  within 
sixty  days. 

At  February  20th,  1933,  4  Active  Members  had  returned  their 
biographical  synopses  to  me, — 6  had  notified  me  that  they  had  com¬ 
piled  previously  with  the  request,  and  7  had  made  no  reply  to  my 
letter.  Of  the  Honorary  Members,  22  made  a  return  to  me,  23 
reported  having  sent  in  their  replies  previously  and  63  failed  to 
acknowledge  my  communication. 

Since  that  date  2  Honorary  Members  have  reported  directly  to 
me  and  5  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  leaving  7  Active  and 
56  Honorary  Members  in  Ontario  from  whom  no  replies  have  been 
received.  Comment  would  seem  superfluous.  I  can  only  express 
the  hope  that  those  illustrious  brethren  who  remain  in  default  will 
feel  themselves  reminded  of  their  duty  and  hasten  to  discharge  it 
without  delay. 

During  the  year  I  have  visited  Barrie,  Toronto,  Kingston, 
Hamilton,  Guelph,  Ottawa,  Windsor,  Niagara  Falls,  London, 
Peterboro,  and  North  Bay,  some  of  these  Valleys  more  than  once. 
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It  proved  impossible  to  make  the  journey  to  Sault  Ste.  Marie  and 
Fort  William  but  I  have  in  prospect  visits  to  these  two  Valleys  in 
the  near  future. 

Everywhere  I  have  been  received  with  cordiality,  affection  and 
loyalty  as  your  representative,  and  have  been  tendered  the  most 
gracious  hospitality.  It  is  not  my  intention  here  to  recapitulate  the 
details  of  my  several  visits  but  I  feel  that  I  should  mention  par¬ 
ticularly  the  Reunion  of  Murton  Dodge  of  Perfection  in  Hamilton 
on  November  21,  1932,  when  the  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  most  graciously  conducted  the  ceremony  of  installing 
me  as  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  I  was  invested  with 
the  insignia  of  office  by  my  honored  and  beloved  predecessor,  Ill  .". 
Bro  .'.  George  Moore. 

On  March  24th  the  pleasure  of  my  official  visit  to  Elgin  Dodge, 
Niagara  Falls,  was  greatly  enhanced  by  the  presence  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  Ill  .*.  Bro  .'.  John  A.  Rowland,  and  a  brilliant 
attendance  of  visitors  from  Toronto,  St.  Catharines,  Hamilton  and 
Niagara  Falls,  N.Y.  The  14°  was  conferred  upon  a  large  class  and 
the  election  and  installation  of  the  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year  was 
conducted  by  the  Deputy. 

Upon  my  visit  to  the  Bodies  in  Windsor,  I  was  accompanied  by 
Ill  .’.  Bro  .*.  B.  F.  Stephens,  33°,  Commander-in-Chief  of  Moore 
Consistory,  whose  inspiring  personality  and  encouraging  message 
excited  the  utmost  enthusiasm.  The  brethren  in  Windsor  display 
an  excellent  spirit  in  spite  of  appalling  industrial  stagnation  and  a 
crushing  burden  of  unpaid  dues. 

One  of  the  happiest  and  most  outstanding  events  of  my  official 
year  was  my  reception  in  Preston  by  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
Club.  Accompanied  by  a  party  of  twenty,  I  was  entertained  at 
dinner  in  the  Club  by  members  of  the  Rite  from  Guelph,  Brantford, 
Hespeler,  Preston,  Galt,  Kitchener  and  Waterloo.  A  most  en¬ 
joyable  evening  was  spent  and  I  am  confident  that  great  good  to 
the  Order  will  result  from  the  impulse  of  that  occasion. 

Maundy-Thursday  and  Easter  ceremonies  have  been  observed 
generally  throughout  the  Province,  with  a  good  attendance  of 
members,  although,  as  will  be  observed  by  the  appended  table, 
with  a  total  decrease  of  27  at  the  Maundy-Thursday  service  and 
36  on  Easter  Sunday,  compared  with  last  year.  Members  of  Rose 
Croix  Chapters  are  reminded  of  their  obligation  to  attend  these 
meetings  even  at  some  sacrifice  of  time  and  personal  convenience, 
and  I  hope  and  trust  that  next  year’s  report  may  show  a  quickened 
interest  reflected  in  larger  attendance.

The  deaths  numbered  69,  resignations  none,  suspensions  none. 
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The  membership  is  3,179,  a  loss  of  45  during  the  year  compared 
with  an  increase  of  11  for  1932. 

The  following  paragraphs  are  quoted  from  the  report  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief : — 

“The  officers  of  the  Consistory  did  not  feel  that  it  was  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  spirit  of  Masonry  to  press  upon  brethren,  whom  we 
knew  to  be  anxious  to  advance  in  the  Scottish  Rite,  the  expenditure 
of  moneys  for  that  purpose  in  times  of  uncertainty  and  stress. 
Those  who  could  well  afford  it  of  course  were  welcome,  but  upon  the 
great  many  who  expressed  their  desire  to  advance,  but  at  the  same 
time  their  apprehension  as  to  whether  or  not  it  was  consistent  with 
their  duties  to  their  families,  no  pressure  was  exerted.  I  believe 
that  this  stand  taken  by  the  Consistory  has  created  for  us  a  reservoir 
of  good  will  and  appreciation,  the  results  of  which  will  be  seen 
in  the  future. 

The  semi-annual  Reunions  were  held  as  usual,  although  the 
amount  of  degree  work  was  curtailed  to  conserve  both  the  energies 
of  our  workers  and  our  financial  reserves,  but  degree  work  is  but 
one  of  our  activities.  The  creation  and  maintenance  of  warm 
friendships  is  ,  after  all,  the  great  work  of  the  Consistory.” 

The  State  of  the  Rite  in  Ontario  during  the  past  year 
reflects  with  considerable  accuracy  the  abnormal  economic  condi¬ 
tions  of  our  time.  When  unemployment  is  widespread  and  money 
is  lacking  for  the  necessaries  of  life,  it  is  not  surprising  that  men  are 
not  presenting  their  applications  for  admission  to  the  Order  or  for 
advancement  in  its  degrees.  Nor  is  it  at  all  surprising  that  many 
of  our  members  have  felt  compelled  for  financial  reasons  to  tender 
their  resignations  from  Lodges  and  Chapters,  while  others  have 
deliberately,  or  through  the  lack  of  interest  which  begets  irregular 
attendance,  allowed  themselves  to  be  suspended.  I  am  satisfied 
that  the  greatest  care  and  consideration  have  been  exercised  in  the 
matter  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  that  no  really 
deserving  brother  temporarily  in  distress,  has  been  made  to  forfeit 
his  membership. 

Lacking  candidates  the  Bodies  lose  the  stimulus  of  work.  Fewer 
degrees  have  been  conferred,  and  in  some  Lodges  and  Chapters  a 
falling  off  in  attendance  and  interest  is  reported.  Shrinking  revenues, 
and  fixed  charges  from  which  there  is  no  possible  reduction,  except 
by  holding  fewer  meetings,  have  led  some  of  the  Valleys  to  ask 
permission  for  cancellation  of  their  monthly  Assemblies;  and  from 
many  quarters  the  suggestion  has  come  that  Supreme  Council  might 
lighten  the  burden  of  the  subordinate  Bodies  by  remission  of  annual 
fees,  if  only  as  a  temporary  measure  of  relief  to  depleted  treasuries. 
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There  is  nothing  worthy  of  criticism  in  our  personnel.  The 
Bodies  in  all  the  Valleys  are  well  officered,  the  degrees  are  correctly 
and  impressively  conferred,  the  temporal  affairs  are  wisely  adminis¬ 
tered  and  the  spirit  of  the  brethren  is  excellent.  There  is  no  counsel 
of  despair,  but  all  hope  and  believe  that  the  best  is  yet  to  be.  Pros¬ 
perity,  however,  will  not  return  with  a  rush,  either  to  our  country 
or  to  our  Order.  Patience,  perseverance,  self-sacrifice,  and  un¬ 
flagging  determination  will  be  demanded  in  full  measure  from  us  all 
if  our  banner  is  to  advance  through  the  coming  year. 

Beneovlence. — In  January  last  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  placed  at  my  disposal  the  sum  of  $1000.00,  from  the  funds 
of  Supreme  Council,  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  distress  within  my 
jurisdiction.  Grants  have  been  made  to  members  of  the  Order  and 
their  families,  when  from  personal  knowledge  of  the  conditions,  or 
when  satisfied  by  competent  authority  I  deemed  it  advisable.  A 
balance  of  over  $400.00  remains  in  my  hands. 

Amendments  to  the  By-laws  of  London  Sovereign  Chapter 
of  Rose  Croix  and  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  have  been  forwarded 
to  the  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  his  approval. 

Dispensations  have  been  granted,  permitting  changes  in  the 
dates  of  meetings,  and  waiving  the  statutory  limit  for  the  conferring 
of  degrees,  for  which  the  necessary  fees  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
Grand  Secretary-General. 

I  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  courtesy  extended  by 
Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Montreal,  to  Murray

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  report 
as  Illustrious  Deputy  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  for  the  past  twelve 
months. 

The  meetings  of  the  various  Bodies  of  the  Rite  in  the  Valleys 
in  the  Province  of  Quebec  have  been  regularly  held  and  I  have  at¬ 
tended  a  large  number  of  these  meetings,  as  well  as  officially  visited 
a  number  of  the  Bodies.  The  work  in  the  different  degrees  has 
been  excellently  carried  out. 

The  Annual  Returns  of  the  various  Bodies  have  been  duly 
forwarded  to  the  Secretary- General  accompanied  by  the  requisite 
fees. 

All  routine  matters  connected  with  my  office,  including  the 
correspondence  with  other  jurisdictions  in  connection  with  waivers 
of  jurisdiction,  requests  for  conferring  of  degrees,  etc.,  have  been 
duly  attended  to,  and  reported  upon. 

While  a  satisfactory  number  of  candidates  have  been  admitted 
during  the  year,  the  attendant  loss  in  membership  occasioned  by 
death  and  withdrawals,  etc.,  has  been  heavy.  I  am  pleased  to 
report,  however,  that  there  has  been  a  net  increase  in  my  juris¬ 
diction  of  eleven  members. 

During  the  year  new  By-laws  were  drawn  up  for  the  Hochelaga 
Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  and  Montreal  Sovereign  Consistory.  These  were  approved 
by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  are  now  in  force. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  have  to  record  the  death  of  late  Illus¬ 
trious  Bro.  Robert  A.  Wallace,  33°,  Honorary  Member  of  Supreme 
Council.  The  late  Illustrious  Brother  Wallace  was  the  main  stay 
of  the  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  in  the  City  of  Quebec,  to  which 
he  gave  unstintingly  of  his  time  and  talents,  and  his  loss  will  be 
deeply  felt  by  the  brethren  there;  with  them  we  mourn  his  passing. 

Supreme  Council  and  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  the  Valley  of 
Montreal  in  particular  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Late 
Illustrious  Brother,  the  Reverend  Frank  A  Charters,  33°,  active 
member  and  past  officer  of  Supreme  Council,  and  past  Grand  Master 
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of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec.  Keenly  interested  in  all  Masonic 
matters,  ready  at  all  time  to  assume  responsibility,  and  wise  in 
council.  His  commanding  figure  and  genial  personality  were  well 
known  at  all  Supreme  Council  meetings,  and  he  will  always  be 
remembered  with  love  and  affection  by  those  who  were  privileged 
to  meet  him  on  such  occasions. 

To  the  sorrowing  relatives  of  our  deceased  brethren,  we  tender 
our  loving  sympathy.

Illustrious  Brethren: — 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  again  to  you  my  report  on  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Rite  in  the  Valley  of  Saint  John,  New  Brunswick. 

The  year  1933  has  been  an  active  one,  all  the  Bodies  of  the  Rite 
functioning  satisfactorily  and  harmoniously. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  go  into  details  of  our  numerical 
progress  as  our  worthy  Secretary  has  reported  fully  on  the  losses 
and  gains  in  membership  with  other  returns  to  the  Gr  .*.  Secretary- 
General. 

Though  our  net  gain  in  membership  has  not  been  so  great  as 
we  hoped  for  yet  despite  the  ravages  of  death  and  a  few  withdrawals, 
etc.,  we  have  made  some  slight  increase  in  our  membership. 

As  the  years  roll  on  we  are  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  some 
of  our  older  brethren  who  had  contributed  much  to  the  advancement 
of  Masonry  and  the  Rite  in  our  Valley.  We  miss  their  familiar 
faces,  their  experience  and  advice  but  their  memory  will  ever  remain 
green  to  those  with  whom  they  had  labored. 

I  would  not  consider  the  record  complete  however  without 
referring  to  one  of  our  departed  brethren  who  has  left  behind  him 
a  record  of  activity  and  achievement  in  the  Rite  which  will  long  be 
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remembered.  On  April  23rd,  1933  death  removed  from  our  ranks 
Ill  .*.  Bro  Campbell,  32°.  It  is  to  the  zeal  and  energy  of  this  good 
brother  that  we  owe  the  splendid  organization  of  the  degree  team 
from  Fredericton,  N.B.,  who  works  the  8th  degree  for  us. 

Some  six  or  seven  years  ago  the  8th  degree  was  allotted  to  the 
Fredericton  brethren  and  under  Ill  .'.  Bro  .'.  Campbell’s  direction  and 
leadership  these  brethren  came  to  Saint  John  when  required  and 
exemplified  this  beautiful  degree  in  a  manner  most  impressive  and 
instructive.  However,  so  well  organized  has  the  team  become  that 
though,  they  feel  the  loss  of  their  leader  keenly,  they  continue  to 
carry  on  and  we  are  assured  of  their  assistance  as  usual. 

Bro.  Campbell’s  zeal  and  energy  were  an  inspiration  and  have 
left  a  lasting  impression  on  the  members  of  the  Rite  in  the  community 
in  which  he  lived.  He  will  be  long  missed  and  mourned  by  all  of  us. 

The  Easter  services  of  the  Rose  Croix  Chapter  were  well  at¬ 
tended  this  year  and  the  Ceremonies  were  in  charge  of  the  members 
of  Supreme  Council  in  our  valley.  Each  year  sees  an  increase  in 
interest  and  attendance. 

In  June  last  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  held  its  Annual  Reunion 
when  a  class  of  13  received  the  Degrees  o,f  Perfection.  All  the 
degrees  with  the  exception  of  the  10th,  11th  and  12th  were  exempli¬ 
fied  with  full  ceremonial  and  most  efficiently.  This  reunion  was 
rated  by  all  the  older  members  as  the  most  successful  from  point  of 
attendance  and  work  ever  held  in  the  Valley  of  Saint  John.  Ill  .*. 
Bro  .’.  Fowler  32°  T  .*.  P  .*.  G  .’.  M  .'.  and  his  officers  are  to  be  highly 
complimented  for  the  splendid  manner  in  which  the  reunion  was 
carried  out. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  Consistory  under  the  leadership 
of  Ill  Bro  .*.  M.  L.  McPhail,  Com. -in-Chief  is  doing  splendid  work 
in  the  conferring  of  the  30th,  31st,  and  32nd  degrees  in  a  manner  that 
is  deserving  of  special  mention. 

Despite  the  difficulties  of  the  times  it  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that 
the  Rite  in  our  valley  is  not  falling  behind  financially;  about  90 
per  cent,  of  the  dues  have  been  collected  in  the  past  year  and  sus¬ 
pensions  were  very  few  and  these  only  after  the  most  painstaking 
efforts  were  made  to  keep  the  delinquent  brethren  in  good  standing. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  several  bodies  is  excellent  and  we 
have  so  far  succeeded  in  maintaining  and  indeed  strengthening  our 
reserves  against  the  time  that  expenditures  on  further  equipment 
will  have  to  be  made. 
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No  serious  cases  of  distress  among  our  members  have  been 
reported  but  we  are  prepared  to  give  the  necessary  assistance  should 
we  be  called  upon. 

The  economic  difficulties  which  have  overshadowed  us  for  the 
last  few  years  appear  to  be  passing  and  we  sincerely  trust  that  the 
year  we  are  entering  upon  will  be  a  prosperous  one. 

The  brethren  have  very  happy  memories  of  the  meeting  of 
Supreme  Council  in  our  city  last  year  and  wish  me  to  convey  to 
you  their  fraternal  greetings  and  best  wishes  for  a  successful 
meeting  in  the  Nation’s  Capitol  this  year.

All  the  regular,  as  well  as  some  special  meetings  of  the  various 
bodies,  were  held  during  the  year,  and  the  attendance  showed  a 
substantial  improvement  over  previous  years. 

The  usual  Easter  Ceremonies  in  Keith  Chapter  Rose  Croix 
were  exceptionally  well  rendered;  and  the  attendance  was  perhaps 
the  largest  we  have  ever  had,  the  room  being  filled  beyond  capacity. 

The  number  of  initiations  during  the  past  year  has  been  some¬ 
what  less  than  the  losses  from  various  causes;  but  this  does  not  in¬ 
dicate  any  lack  of  interest  in  the  Rite,  or  that  progress  has  not  been 
made. 

Albert  Edward  Dodge  of  Perfection,  at  Summerside,  Prince 
Edward  Island,  initiated  2  and  lost  2,  leaving  the  membership  the 
same  as  the  previous  year. 

Victoria  Dodge  of  Perfection  added  8  and  lost  12.

Nova  Scotia  Consistory  added  3  and  lost  4.

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  my  report  as  Deputy 
for  Manitoba  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1933. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  undoubtedly  the  passing 
of  Ill  .*.  Bro  .'.  Sir  Daniel  Hunter  McMillan  at  the  advanced  age  of 
eighty-seven.  An  extended  obituary  notice  has  been  prepared  for 
insertion  in  our  Annual  proceedings.  For  over  sixty  years  he 
occupied  a  unique  and  conspicuous  place  in  the  business,  political 
and  social  life  of  our  Province  and  was  very  deservedly  honored  and 
beloved  by  the  great  multitude  with  whom  he  came  in  contact,  and 
his  passing  is  sincerely  deplored. 

The  economic  depression  which  has  been  noticeably  more  pro¬ 
nounced  than  in  the  preceding  years  has  been  reflected  in  a  some- 
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what  decreased  membership  in  all  five  bodies  of  our  Rite  in  Mani¬ 
toba,  but  my  constant  attendance  at  our  meetings  and  close  contact 
with  all  activities  justifies  my  assuring  you  that  the  interest  and 
enthusiasm  of  the  membership  are  being  well  maintained  and  that 
any  lost  ground  from  the  numerical  standpoint  can  be  easily  re¬ 
covered  as  soon  as  any  marked  improvement  appears  on  the  business 
horizon. 

The  fact  that  our  old  Masonic  Temple  in  Winnipeg  has  been 
completely  remodelled  and  refurnished,  with  a  new  ventilating  sys¬ 
tem  and  other  up-to-date  features  installed,  will  undoubtedly  give 
added  comfort,  interest  and  enthusiasm  to  all  Craft  activities 
centered  therein.  One  entire  floor  has  been  set  aside  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  our  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  and  as  special  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  our  members  greatly  in¬ 
creased  attendance  is  confidently  anticipated. 

The  net  decrease  in  membership  in  our  three  Winnipeg  bodies 
is  as  follows:

In  the  Brandon  Bodies  the  net  loss  was  2  in  their  Chapter,  and  6 
in  the  Bodge  of  Perfection.  In  proportion  to  their  membership  they 
have  suffered  severely  by  withdrawals  and  death.  By  a  peculiar 
and  unusual  coincidence  they  lost  by  death  the  M.  W.  S.  elected  and 
installed  in  1931,  as  also  his  successor  elected  in  1932,  both  during 
their  term  of  office,  and  being  stricken  in  each  instance  before  having 
an  opportunity  of  making  any  contribution  to  the  work  entrusted  to 
them.  I  have  kept  in  close  touch  with  both  Bodies  by  visitations 
and  personal  contact  with  a  number  of  their  leaders,  throughout  the 
year,  and  installed  the  officers  of  both  bodies  at  the  February  and 
April  meetings.  The  Rite  is  in  very  capable  hands  in  our  sister  city, 
and  I  have  every  confidence  in  their  future. 

A  dispensation  was  granted  during  the  year  to  Manitoba  Con¬ 
sistory  waiving  time  between  degrees,  and  to  Winnipeg  Bodge  of 
Perfection  for  the  holding  of  a  regular  meeting  at  the  Fort  Garry 
Hotel  instead  of  our  usual  quarters  in  the  Masonic  Temple.

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  am  again  privileged  at  the  end  of  another  year  (June  30th, 
1933)  to  present  to  this  Supreme  Council  my  annual  report  which 
will  cover  the  four  Valleys  under  my  jurisdiction  as  your  Deputy. 

The  past  twelve  months  have  not  seen  any  improvement 
numerically  on  the  previous  year,  yet,  as  a  whole,  the  Valleys  have 
not  been  altogether  idle  so  far  as  initiations  are  concerned,  a  mem¬ 
orandum  of  which  will  be  given  you  in  detail  elsewhere. 

We  have  felt  the  effects  of  the  continued  business  depression, 
shrinkage  of  salaries  and  unemployment  as  much  or  more  so  than 
any  city  in  the  Dominion,  and  we  are  facing  a  coming  winter  with 
much  timidity.  Many  of  our  A  .'.  &  A  .\  S  .'.  R  brethren  are 
feeling  the  pinch  very  severely  and  are  needing,  even  at  this  time  of 
writing,  some  assistance  to  tide  them  over  the  months  still  in  sight 
of  distress  and  poverty.  Last  year  I  felt  and  expressed  myself  as 
hopeful  of  much  improvement  in  business  affairs  throughout  the 
Province;  this,  unfortunately  for  quite  a  few  of  our  brethren,  has 
not  developed  and  the  pinch  just  now  is  severely  felt  by  them. 

During  the  year  (at  the  Easter  period)  I  was  requested  by  the 
officers  of  the  Rose  Croix  Chapter  on  behalf  of  the  following  brethren: 
Stanley  John  Creasey,  William  George  Elliott,  Robert  Frederic 
Galligher  and  David  Fraser  Murray — to  issue  my  dispensation 
waiving  the  time  limit  to  enable  these  members  to  receive  the  Rose 
Croix  Chapter  degrees.  As  there  were  only  a  few  weeks  under  the 
exact  time  to  be  eliminated,  I  felt  it  was  a  very  reasonable  request 
and  in  the  best  interest  of  all  to  grant  such  a  desire  and  finding  no 
good  reason  to  refuse,  acted  accordingly.  I  trust  my  action  will 
meet  with  your  approval. 

This  year  there  was  much  keener  interest  and  a  greater  spiritual 
feeling  among  the  Knights  of  the  Rose  Croix  than  usual  and  the 
beautiful  ceremonies  covering  the  series  of  degrees  combined  with 
the  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Sunday  ceremonies,  so  indicative 
of  the  world’s  historical  epoch  of  two  thousand  years  ago,  made  a 
deep  impression  on  every  brother  present.  Our  beloved  member, 
Most  Reverend  Archbishop  A.  U.  De  Pencier,  18°,  gave  us  a  most 
interesting  and  impressive  address,  covering  the  events  that  led  up  to 
and  after  that  ever  historical  act  on  Calvary.  On  Easter  Sunday 
morning,  after  we  had  completed  the  Ceremony  of  Re-lighting  the 
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Lights  and  closing  the  Chapter,  we  adjourned  to  the  Hotel  Vancouver 
where  we  partook  of  a  very  enjoyable  breakfast,  after  which  followed 
the  address.  Nearly  three  hundred  attended  on  Maundy  Thursday 
and  about  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  were  present  at  the  break¬ 
fast.  Our  Easter  Ceremonies  with  the  breakfast  are  becoming  quite 
a  feature  and  they  have  done  more  to  popularize  the  A  .'.  &  A  .*. 
S  R  .".  and  its  teaching  than  any  other  branch  of  Masonry. 

The  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection  initiated  fifteen  (15)  can¬ 
didates,  accepted  two  (2)  affiliations  and  restored  one  (1),  a  total 
increase  of  eighteen  (18);  against  that  increase  they  lost  eight  (8) 
by  deaths,  twelve  (12)  by  demits,  and  four  (4)  by  suspensions, 
making  a  loss  of  twenty  four  (24)  so  our  total  membership  has  fallen 
off  from  five  hundred  and  seventeen  (517)  reported  last  year  to  five 
hundred  and  eleven  (511)  this  year. 

The  Vancouver  Rose  Croix  Chapter  added  four  (4)  to  its  mem¬ 
bership  roll  by  initiation,  one  (1)  by  affiliation  one  (1)  by  restoration 
— a  total  of  six  (6).  They  lost  seven  (7)  by  deaths,  six  (6)  by  demits 
and  one  (1)  by  suspension — a  total  of  fourteen  (14),  giving  for  this 
year  a  total  membership  of  four  hundred  and  two  (402)  as  against 
four  hundred  and  ten  (410)  last  year. 

The  Vancouver  Consistory  added  to  its  roll  of  membership  two 
(2)  by  affiliation  and  one  (1)  by  restoration,  initiation  none.  They 
lost  by  death  six  (6),  by  demits  six  (6),  and  by  suspension  one  (1),  a 
total  of  thirteen  (13).  They  now  have  a  total  membership  of  two 
hundred  and  eighty-three  (283)  as  against  two  hundred  and  ninety 
three  (293)  reported  last  year. 

From  these  figures  you  will  note  our  year  has  not  been  a  very 
prosperous  one,  the  cause  of  which  is  very  easily  accounted  for. 
The  outlook,  however,  for  the  coming  year  appears  to  promise 
better  results. 

There  is  now  a  total  membership  throughout  the  four  Valleys

A  large  attendance  for  such  an  occasion  was  very  noticeable 
by  your  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General.

Kootenay  and  Okanagan  Valleys 
Nelson  and  Vernon,  B.C. 

The  people  of  these  two  Valleys  are  going  through  the  crucible 
of  financial  stringency  and  until  this  disturbance  passes  and  business 
revives,  we  cannot  expect  any  special  advancement,  so  far  as  new 
members  are  concerned. 

Owing  to  a  very  severe  accident  overtaking  me  last  April  which 
laid  me  up  for  several  weeks,  I  was  unable  to  pay  my  usual  annual 
visit  to  each  of  these  Valleys,  and  by  the  time  I  had  recovered 
sufficiently  to  risk  undertaking  such  a  trip,  the  extreme  summer  heat 
had  set  in  and  the  Lodges  in  both  these  Valleys  had  closed  down  till 
the  Fall  season. 

The  presiding  officers  in  both  Valleys  assure  me  everything  is 
in  fairly  good  shape,  interest  in  the  Rite  is  not  lagging,  while  pros¬ 
pects  for  the  coming  winter  season  look  much  brighter.  Applica¬ 
tions  for  membership  are  promising  and  next  year  it  is  expected 
will  see  quite  an  improvement  over  the  year  just  closed. 

Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Rose  Croix  Chapter 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  report  the  affairs  of  the  A  .*.  & 
A  .*.  S  .'.  R  in  this  Valley  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition,  peace 
and  harmony  prevail  and  loyalty  to  our  Supreme  Council  is  most 
evident. 
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The  sentiments  expressed  by  me  regarding  the  candidates  here 
were  very  fully  given  in  my  report  for  last  year  and  I  can  only  say 
they  apply  with  equal  force  this  year. 


In  the  Lodge  of  Perfection,  they  are  numerically  below  the 
number  reported  last  year,  having  added  through  initiations, 
restorations  and  affiliations  a  total  of  six;  they  had  a  loss  of  nine 
through  deaths,  withdrawals  and  suspension  and  in  place  of  one 
hundred  and  eighty-two  (182)  members  reported  last  year  they 
have  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  (179). 


The  Rose  Croix  Chapter  added  four  to  its  membership  and  lost 
six  through  similar  circumstances  and  have  now  a  total  membership 
of  eighty-eight  (88)  as  compared  with  ninety  (90)  in  last  year’s 
report. 

Their  finances  are  in  very  good  shape  and  funds  are  well  in¬ 
vested  in  Municipal  and  Government  debentures  with  a  fair  balance 
in  their  open  bank  account.  Yearly  dues  are  well  paid  up  with  only  a 
few  being  behind. 

In  making  my  annual  official  visit  in  February,  I  was  accom¬ 
panied  by  Ill  .'.  Bros  .*.  H.  H.  Watson,  33°,  F.  J.  Burd,  33°,  and  David 
Robertson  33°,  whose  visits  were  much  appreciated  by  the  officers 
and  members,  several  of  whom  met  us  at  the  dock  on  arrival  of  the 
steamer.  We  were  entertained  at  a  splendid  banquet  and  after¬ 
wards  retired  to  the  lodge  room.  Ill  Bro  J.  E.  Miller  33°, 
installed  the  newly  elected  officers  in  a  very  impressive  manner 
using  the  new  installation  ceremony  as  provided  by  the  Supreme 
Council  and  the  Ritual  Committee. 


Kootenay  Lodge  of  Perfection — Nelson,  B.C. 

This  lodge  has  had  an  uneventful  year,  no  candidates  nor 
affiliations  being  recorded.  This  is  an  indication  that  financial 
depression  throughout  the  Valley  has  been  pretty  severe. 

As  the  mining  business  is  improving  and  many  new  mines  are 
operating  as  well  as  old  ones  a  much  more  promising  outlook  is 
evident  and  it  is  expected  this  coming  winter  season  will  show  much 
better  results. 

Fortunately  no  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  year  but  two 
suspensions  were  necessary  so  the  annual  report  exhibits  a  decrease 
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of  two,  thus  giving  them  a  total  membership  of  fifty-three  in  place  of 
fifty-five  as  reported  last  year. 

The  annual  dues  have  been  paid  by  nearly  every  member  and 
the  few  who  are  behind  have  promised  to  pay  up  early  this  fall. 

Okanagan  Lodge  of  Perfection — Vernon,  B.C. 

This  lodge  has  had  a  fairly  busy  year  considering  the  business 
depression  with  low  prices  for  the  products  of  this  Valley.  The 
outlook  for  the  coming  winter  season  looks  more  hopeful. 

They  have  had  five  initiations,  and  one  loss  by  suspension, 
leaving  a  total  increase  of  four,  giving  the  lodge  a  total  membership 
of  sixty-two. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  all  Supreme  Council  fees  covering  all  four 
Valleys  have  been  forwarded  in  full  payment  to  our  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  Ill  .*.  Bro  /.  W.  H.  Ballard  33°. 

The  question  of  arrears  of  annual  dues  is  giving  the  officers 
considerable  concern  as  to  what  is  the  best  course  to  pursue  towards 
these  many  members.  Leniency  in  collecting,  or  pressing  for  pay¬ 
ments  does  not  seem  to  be  appreciated  by  many  who  seem  to  b  e 
taking  advantage  of  the  financial  crisis  and  pay  no  heed  to  our 
Secretary’s  appeal  to  pay.  While,  of  course,  there  are  many  de¬ 
serving  cases  towards  which  there  is  the  kindliest  brotherly  feeling, 
some  drastic  action  will  have  to  be  taken  to  inspire  these  delin¬ 
quents  to  do  their  duty.  I  wonder  if  other  parts  of  our  Jurisdiction 
are  suffering  from  the  same  experience;  if  so  what  is  their  remedy? 
Can  they  offer  any  solution? 

The  utmost  loyalty  towards  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
and  the  Supreme  Council  is  very  evident  everywhere  and  the  keenest 
desire  to  see  the  A  &  A  .'.  S  R  more  prosperous,  as  the  financial 
clouds  lift. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  hope  the  Supreme  Council  will  continue 
to  feel  that  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  and  its  four  Valleys 
have  still  a  bright  and  hopeful  future.

The  Calgary  Bodies  are  doing  very  well,  all  things  considered; 
in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  there  was  a  loss  of  5,  largely  through  deaths 
and  withdrawals,  and  the  same  in  Delta  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix. 

I  visited  these  Bodies  during  their  Annual  Re-Union  in  January 
last  when  I  saw  the  degrees  4C  to  14°  conferred,  the  work  being 
done  in  a  creditable  manner. 

Finances  of  these  Bodies  are  in  excellent  shape,  funds  well 
invested,  and  practically  no  liabilities,  the  Almoner  taking  care 
of  the  odd  case. 

The  Easter  ceremonies  were  well  attended  as  are  all  the  meetings 
in  this  Valley. 

The  books  and  records  are  well  kept.

PROVINCE  OF  SASKATCHEWAN 

To  the  Supreme  Council  A  .*.  &  A  Scottish  Rite  for  the 

Dominion  of  Canada. 

Illustrious  Brethren: — 

As  your  representative  it  is  my  privilege  to  submit  again  to 
you  my  report  on  conditions  of  the  Rite  in  the  Province  of  Sas¬ 
katchewan  for  year  ended  June  30th,  1933. 

As  might  be  expected,  we  had  a  quiet  year,  with  no  outstanding 
event  to  comment  on.  The  attached  statistical  report  indicates  a 
nearly  stationary  membership,  and  conditions  with  us  have  not  so 
improved  as  to  lead  one  to  expect  much  improvement  for  this  year. 
My  observation  is  that  while  we  are  not  getting  any  great  accessions 
to  our  membership,  the  work  the  Rite  has  done  has  gained  the  admir¬ 
ation  of  large  numbers  of  Craft  Masons  and  when  the  time  comes 
they  can  afford  to,  many  very  fine  Masons  will  apply  for  membership 
and  in  the  meantime  our  members  are  being  drawn  closer  together 
and  gaining  a  greater  appreciation  of  their  membership. 

Again  this  year,  we  have  to  express  our  deep  gratitude  to 
Supreme  Council  for  its  generous  contribution  to  our  Relief  Funds, 
which  greatly  assisted  the  various  bodies  in  this  typically  Masonic 
work. 

As  mentioned  in  my  previous  reports,  the  territory  south  and 
west  of  Moose  Jaw  has  had  a  succession  of  crop  failures  which  have 
reduced  the  people  of  that  area  to  real  poverty,  and  unfortunately 
among  them  were  numbers  of  our  brethren.  After  a  careful  survey 
Moose  Jaw  Lodge  of  Perfection  came  to  the  conclusion  that  severe 
cases  of  distress  existed  and  considerable  help  in  supplying  food  and 
clothing  was  necessary,  and  as  they  had  already  greatly  depleted 
their  treasury,  appealed  to  me  to  apply  to  the  Sov.  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  for  a  grant  of  $500.00  to  help  them  in  their  effort  to  relieve 
these  cases.  I  submitted  their  application  accordingly,  which  was 
very  promptly  and  graciously  granted,  and  I  can  assure  you  the 
money  was  well  expended. 

A  little  later  it  became  evident  that  the  Regina  Bodies  would 
again  have  to  make  considerable  expenditures  for  this  purpose  and 
in  company  with  Ill  .'.  Bro  .*.  Gorrell  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the 
Relief  Committees  representing  all  the  Bodies.  At  this  meeting 
the  situation  was  thoroughly  canvassed  and  a  budget  of  relief  ex¬ 
penditures  prepared  and  a  pro  rata  contribution  set  for  each  Body. 
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The  amount  required  was  large  and  in  addition  to  the  heavy  ex¬ 
penditure  already  made  for  relief  purposes,  seriously  impaired  their 
funds,  so  after  consideration  I  agreed  to  ask  the  Sov.  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  for  a  contribution  of  $1,200.00  on  the  understanding  they 
would  take  care  of  all  calls  from  the  rest  of  the  Province. 

Unfortunately,  from  reports  I  have  already  received,  it  is 
pretty  evident  we  will  have  an  even  greater  problem  to  face  this  year. 

During  the  year  I  paid  official  visits  to  all  the  Bodies  in  the 
Province  and  as  your  representative  was  everywhere  most  kindly 
received,  and  in  my  addresses  featured  the  activities  of  Supreme 
Council  and  their  generous  help,  and  was  everywhere  assured  of 
appreciation  and  loyalty. 

On  the  occasions  of  my  visits  to  Regina  Lodges  of  Perfection  and 
Rose  Croix  I  installed  the  new  officers  and  attended  Saskatoon 
Rose  Croix  Chapter  on  Maundy  Thursday  and  witnessed  the  con¬ 
ferring  of  the  degrees,  the  work  being  well  done.  When  visiting 
Saskatoon  Lodge  of  Perfection  I  saw  also  some  degree  work,  which 
was  of  their  usual  excellence. 

At  Moose  Jaw  Lodge  of  Perfection  had  the  pleasure  also  of 
seeing  them  work  the  degrees  and  was  impressed  with  the  way  the 
work  was  done,  particularly  the  fourteenth  under  the  direction  of 
Ill  .*.  Bro  .'.  McCauley. 

The  Consistory  had  a  small  class,  the  22nd  degree  was  worked 
for  the  first  time  by  a  team  from  Saskatoon  and  the  work  was  well 
done. 

The  Easter  Service  here  was  especially  well  attended  and  I 
understand  this  was  the  case  at  the  other  cities. 

As  usual,  the  officers  of  all  Bodies  endeavored  to  make  their 
regular  meetings  interesting  and  the  attendance  was  well  main¬ 
tained.  In  all  of  my  official  visits  I  endeavored  to  have  as  many 
members  of  Supreme  Council  as  possible  accompany  me  and  in  all 
cases  was  supported  by  several,  and  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to 
these  Ill  .'.  Brethren  for  their  support,  which  I  feel  I  have  always 
enjoyed.

Your  Committee  on  the  Allocution  of  Most  Puissant  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  Alfred  F.  Webster,  beg  to  report  as  follows: 

The  past  year  brought  no  matters  of  vital  importance  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  or  the  Supreme 
Council. 

It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  the  relations  between  this 
Supreme  Council  and  all  the  other  Supreme  Councils  of  the  Ancient 
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and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  throughout  the  world  are  so  cordial  that 
there  is  no  evidence  of  anything  but  respect  and  affection  by  our 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  all  the  bodies  recognized  by  this 
Supreme  Council. 

The  robust  note  of  loyalty  for  our  King  and  Country  and  all  the 
Commonwealths  which  comprise  the  British  Empire  commends 
itself  to  and  is  shared  by  all  the  members  of  this  Supreme  Council. 

Your  Committee  approve  heartily  the  desire  of  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  to  aid  and  comfort  those  of  our  members  and 
families  who  require  the  loving  recognition  and  assistance  of  the 
Supreme  Council  in  the  dark  days  through  which  we  are  passing. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  should  represent  this  body  at 
the  quinquennial  conferences  of  the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  world 
in  Cuba  in  the  autumn  of  1934  and  that  the  necessary  expenses  of 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  his  wife  be  defrayed  by  this 
Supreme  Council. 

Your  Committee  approve  of  the  recommendation  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to  accord  recognition  to  the  Supreme 
Councils  of  Bolivia,  Poland  and  Panama  and  of  the  appointment  of  a 
representative  near  the  Supreme  Council  for  Czecho  Slovakia. 

Supreme  Council  has  heard  with  pleasure  of  the  visits  made  by 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  throughout  the  year,  of  the  signal 
honour  paid  to  the  Illustrious  Deputy  for  Alberta,  and  of  the  graceful 
recognition  by  the  Scottish  Rite  bodies  in  the  Valley  of  Toronto  of 
the  distinguished  services  of  Ill  .*.  Bro  .*.  Riggs,  not  only  to  their 
bodies  but  to  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  general. 

Your  Committee  concur  in  the  sympathetic  reference  by  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to  the  long  and  faithful  service  of 
Illustrious  Bro  Malone  and  in  his  expression  of  hope  that  he  may 
soon  be  restored  to  his  accustomed  health  and  strength.  They  also 
recommend  that  his  action  in  filling  the  vacancy  created  by  the 
illness  of  our  Illustrious  brother  be  approved,  and  concur  in  this 
recommendation  that  in  future  a  bond  be  maintained  upon  the 
occupant  of  the  office  of  Treasurer-General  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties. 

Your  Committee  warmly  commend  the  action  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  in  extending  relief  through  the  Deputies  of  the 
different  Provinces  where  it  was  so  sorely  needed  and  heartily  concur 
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in  his  expression  of  admiration  for  the  courage  and  steadiness  with 
which  our  brethren  have  met  the  trying  difficulties  of  the  past  few 
years.  And  they  share  with  him  the  hope  that  the  clouds  are 
passing  and  brighter  days  are  just  ahead,  and  that  we  shall  all 
venture  out  into  the  future  with  our  sense  of  values  improved  be¬ 
cause  of  the  experiences  through  which  we  have  had  to  pass.

(2)  Your  Committee  cannot  too  strongly  emphasize  their 
delight  and  amazement  to  see  the  wonderful  spirit  of  courage  and 
optimism,  which  is  so  prominent  everywhere  among  our  members. 
While  this  is  true  of  the  Dominion  as  a  whole,  yet  the  bravery  and 
steadfastness  of  our  brethren  under  most  trying  conditions  are 
especially  marked  in  the  prairie  Provinces  and  notably  in  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  Saskatchewan,  whose  misfortune  and  needs  seem  to  have 
been  greater  and  more  deplorable  than  elsewhere. 

Yet  even  in  Saskatchewan,  where  many  are  suffering  for  the 
bare  necessities  of  living,  the  courageous  stand  of  our  unfortunate 
members  has  never  faltered  and  they  face  the  future,  black  though 
it  looks,  with  hope  and  confidence.  It  should  be  some  little  satis- 
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faction  to  Supreme  Council  to  know  that  the  financial  help  given 
from  our  treasury  has  been  of  some  little  avail  in  this  time  of  trouble. 

(3)  Your  Committee  note  that  some  of  the  subordinate  bodies 
are  finding  difficulty  in  paying  the  statutory  fees  and  dues  to  Supreme 
Council.  In  this  connection  one  Deputy  suggests  as  a  temporary 
measure  of  relief  the  possibility  of  a  remission  of  the  annual  dues 
payable  to  Supreme  Council  by  the  constituent  bodies.  While 
your  Committee  are  not  prepared  to  make  any  definite  recommenda¬ 
tion  in  this  regard,  they  think  the  idea  important  enough  to  deserve 
the  attention  and  consideration  of  our  members. 

(4)  While  it  would  appear  that  some  of  our  subordinate  bodies 
present  periodical  reports  of  their  financial  condition,  the  system  is 
by  no  means  general.  Your  Committee  think  it  should  be.  The 
financial  position  of  the  constituent  bodies  of  Supreme  Council  is 
certainly  of  great  importance  to  this  Council.  It  is  desirable  that 
every  Lodge,  Chapter  or  Consistory  should  present  to  its  members 
yearly  at  the  proper  time  a  duly  audited  financial  statement  and 
that  a  copy  of  such  statement  should  be  sent  to  Supreme  Council 
through  the  Secretary-General  and  the  Deputy. 

(5)  Inasmuch  as  Supreme  Council  has  led  the  way  in  requiring 
a  guarantee  bond  from  its  Treasurer,  your  Committee  recommend 
that  in  each  subordinate  lodge  of  the  Rite,  those  officers  to  whose 
keeping  are  entrusted  its  moneys  and  property  should  be  properly 
bonded.  It  is  purely  a  matter  of  proper  business  methods  and  to 
require  a  guarantee  bond  from  the  Secretary  or  the  Treasurer  is  no 
reflection  upon  his  honesty  or  capability.  The  expense  of  the  bond 
should,  of  course,  be  borne  by  the  Lodge,  Chapter  or  Consistory. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  and  fraternally  submitted.

FOREIGN  RELATIONS 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  presented  the  following 
report: — 

To  the  Supreme  Council  A  .\  &  A  Scottish  Rite  for  the 

Dominion  of  Canada. 

Illustrious  Brethren: — 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  respectfully  beg  to 
submit  the  following  report: — 

ENGLAND 

A  definite  distinction  is  made  ih  England  between  members  of 
Supreme  Council  and  other  members  of  the  33°,  including  Grand 
Inspectors-General  of  Districts.  In  a  way,  the  members  of  Supreme 
Council  correspond  to  our  Active  membership.  This  Supreme 
Council  consists  of  nine  members  only.  Besides,  there  are  the  Duke 
of  Connaught,  Grand  Patron  of  the  Order,  and  Their  Royal  High¬ 
nesses,  the  Prince  of  Wales  and  the  Duke  of  York,  who  are  Honorary 
Members. 

The  titles  used  are  somewhat  different  from  ours:  The  Sov 
Gr  Commander  is  styled  Most  Puissant,  the  Lieut .'.  Gr  Com  .’. 
Very  Puissant;  the  other  seven  members  of  S  .'.  C  .'. ,  Most  Illus¬ 
trious;  other  members  of  the  33°,  including  the  District  Inspectors- 
General,  Very  Illustrious.  Members  of  the  30°,  31°  and  32°  are 
called  Illustrious,  and  18c  members,  Excellent  and  Perfect. 

Chapters  of  Knights  Kadosh  of  the  30°  can  be  held  only  by 
immediate  authority  of  the  S  C  .*.  Those  Chapters  are  usually  held 
in  May  and  November  in  London  for  the  reception  of  candidates. 
No  brother  of  the  18°  is  eligible  to  receive  the  30°  unless  he  be  a 
present  or  past  M  .*.  W  .’.  S ,  and  has  been  a  member  of  the  18° 
for  three' years.  There  can  only  be  216  members  of  the  31°  and 
99  of  the  32°. 
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The  degrees  of  the  Rite  are  not  worked  in  England,  as  they  are 
here,  with  dramatic  effects  and  full  ritual.  However,  King  Edward 
VII  Chapter,  which  meets  in  London,  started,  with  the  consent  of  the 
S  C  .*. ,  a  Chapter  of  Improvement  which  has  been  presenting  in 
condensed  form  the  intermediate  degrees  up  to  the  18°  and  has  just 
concluded  working  the  16°  in  much  fuller  form  than  usual.  Many 
members  of  the  33°  were  present  at  the  exemplification. 

IRELAND 

The  Masonic  relations  between  England,  Ireland  and  Scotland 
are  very  intimate.  A  unique  event  was  the  holding  of  a  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  at  Fensborough,  in  Surrey,  to  establish  with 
the  full  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  an  Irish  lodge  in 
that  place,  which  will  work  under  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ireland.  The  Earl  of  Donoughmore,  who  is  the  Grand 
Master  of  Ireland,  is  also  the  Sov  .*.  Grand  Commander  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales.  The  membership  of  the 
Scottish  Rite  in  Ireland  is  very  select.  The  Supreme  Council 
consists  of  nine  members  only.  The  32°  is  limited  to  sixteen  mem¬ 
bers,  who  with  the  members  of  Supreme  Council,  constitute  the  only 
Consistory.  The  Original  Chapter  of  Prince  Masons  claims  to 
date  from  A.  D.  1782,  as  also  does  the  Kilwinning  Chapter  at  Dublin. 

SCOTLAND 

The  Rt.  Hon.  Lord  Saltoun,  who  resigned  recently  his  office  of 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  died  last  June.  The  present  Sov  .". 
Grand  Commander  is  Ill  .'.  Bro  .'.  C.  C.  Nisbet,  whom  many  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  will  remember  as  the  leader  of  a 
deputation  which  came  to  Canada  and  the  U.S.A.  some  years  ago  to 
inspect  the  condition  of  the  Provincial  bodies  of  the  Royal  Order  of 
Scotland.  Bro.  Nisbet  had  been  Grand  Treasurer  of  Supreme 
Council. 

In  Scotland  there  are  also  nine  members  of  Supreme  Council, 
not  inclusive  of  V  .'.  Ill  .*.  Bro  .*.  Donald  B.  Sinclair,  who  bears  the 
title  of  Secretary. 

NORTHERN  MASONIC  JURISDICTION— U.S.A. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Northern  Supreme  Council  was 
held  in  Boston,  Mass.,  in  the  week  commencing  September  26th, 
1933.  Forty  Active  Members  answered  to  the  roll  call.  Ill  .‘. 
Bro  .”.  F.  B.  Stevens  presided  as  Acting  Sov  .'.  Gr  .‘.  Com  /..  Four 
Active  Members  had  been  lost  by  death  during  the  year.  Ill  .*. 
Bros  .*.  Leon  M.  Abbott,  Jerome  L.  Cheney,  Henry  H.  Ross  and 
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Harry  C.  Walker.  Our  own  Ill  Bro  Oliver  E.  Stanton  was 
present.  399  Honorary  Members  attended. 

The  Acting  Sov  .‘.  Gr  .'.  Com  presented  his  allocation:  he  paid 
eloquent  tribute  to  the  departed  members.  He  noted  a  decrease  in 
membership  as  of  July  1st,  1933,  of  9,767  members  of  the  32°  and 
10,347  members  of  the  14°,  every  state  registering  a  loss.  He  points 
to  the  fact  that  the  Scottish  Rite  has  suffered  less  losses  in  member¬ 
ship  than  any  other  branch  of  Masonry. 

One  important  decision  among  others  reported  by  him  was 
regarding  the  Almoner’s  fund  in  subordinate  bodies.  He  ruled  that 
this  money  can  not  be  used  to  pay  delinquent  members’  dues  and 
further  that  the  distribution  of  the  fund  is  entirely  under  the  control 
of  the  Almoner  himself  who-  is  responsible  only  to  the  Presiding 
Officer  for  any  report  of  what  he  does  with  the  fund. 

He  reports  a  continuance  of  cordial  relations  with  all  Supreme 
Councils  recognized  and  speaks  in  glowing  terms  of  his  reception  and 
entertainment  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council  for 
Canada  held  in  St.  John,  N.B.,  last  fall. 

The  proposed  amended  Constitution  takes  up  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  printed  proceedings,  as  also  do  the  reports  of  the 
Deputies  for  the  various  States.  There  is  a  complete  list  of  all 
present  members  of  the  Council,  and  also  a  register  of  all  deceased 
members  since  May,  1867. 

Congratulations  are  due  to  Ill  .*.  Bro  .*.  Spilman,  Secretary- 
General  for  his  promptness  in  the  printing  and  publication  of  this 
volume  of  450  pages  in  less  than  a  month’s  time. 

SOUTHERN  MASONIC  JURISDICTION— U.S. A. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction,  U.S. A.,  was  held  in  Washington,  D.C.,  the  week  com¬ 
mencing  October  16th,  1933. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Sov  .'.  Gr  .\  Com  .*.  an  advance 
copy  of  his  allocation  provides  a  few  interesting  facts  about  the  work 
of  the  Council,  although  the  Proceedings  are  not  yet  printed  at  this 
time. 

The  Grand  Commander  notes  with  sorrow  the  passing  of  many 
distinguished  brethren,  among  them  the  following  Active  Members: 
Ill  .’.  Bros  .*.  Perry  Weidner,  Melville  R.  Grant,  Francis  S.  King,  and 
Marshall  W.  Wood. 
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The  Grand  Commander  devotes  some  time  to  the  vexed  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  proper  observance  of  Easter  and  Holy  Thursday  cere¬ 
monies.  He  reminds  the  brethren  that  the  Supreme  Council  is  on 
record  as  opposed  to  an  actual  banquet  being  served  on  Maundy 
Thursday,  as  it  destroys  the  spirit  embodied  in  the  Mystic  banqut. 
If  a  real  banquet  is  desired  in  order  that  the  social  side  may  be  more 
fully  enjoyed,  let  it  be  held  on  some  other  fit  occasion. 

The  Grand  Commander  with  commendable  pride  points  to  the 
educational  value  of  the  publications  issued  by  Supreme  Council, 
viz.,  the  New  Age,  the  Supreme  Council  Bulletin,  and  the  Scottish 
Rite  News.  Of  the  first  215,000  copies  were  issued  in  September, 
nearly  35,000  of  the  second,  and  over  5,000  of  the  third. 

The  Sov  .*.  Gr .'.  Com  .’.  thinks  that  the  International  Con¬ 
ference  will  be  held  in  Cuba,  notwithstanding  the  troubles  in  that 
country,  probably  in  the  late  fall  of  1934. 

He  states  that  “the  Supreme  Council  is  in  a  fairly  satisfactory 
situation  financially’’.  Many  subordinate  bodies  are  in  deep  water, 
owing  to  failure  of  members  to  pay  their  dues.  He  thinks  appar¬ 
ently  that  the  Rite  will  not  suffer  through  the  suspension  of  many 
who  should  never  have  been  taken  in.  “Too  many  were  admitted 
in  the  halcyon  days  without  strict  investigation  as  to  their  fitness, 
men  expecting  material  benefit  instead  of  desiring  to  aid  in  altruistic 
labor,  and  such  are  they  who  are  mostly  dropping  out,  and  well  is  it 
that  they  are.” 

He  reports  that  the  relations  existing  between  the  Southern 
Supreme  Council  and  all  other  regular  Supreme  Councils  of  the 
world  are  very  happy,  there  being  no  disputes  or  complications. 

ARGENTINE 

The  Grand  Orient  (which  means  the  Symbolic  Grand  Dodge) 
and  the  Supreme  Council  have  established  themselves  as  independent 
bodies,  with  amicable  arrangements  as  to  the  jurisdiction  and  powers 
of  each.  They  purpose  each  year  in  June  to  hold  a  joint  celebration, 
presided  over  by  the  Sov.-.  Gr  .'.  Com.-.,  assisted  by  the  Grand 
Master. 

BOLIVIA 

This  is  the  youngest  of  Supreme  Councils.  It  was  regularly 
established  by  charter  granted  by  the  Supreme  Council  of  Chili, 
June  22nd,  1931.  The  Sov  .'.  Gr  .'.  Com  .'.  is  Wm.  A.  Hermanowicz, 
and  Julio  Mariaca  Faudo  is  the  Secretary-General.  They  are  asking 
recognition  from  our  Supreme  Council. 
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CENTRAL  AMERICA 

The  Supreme  Council  for  Central  America  is  having  great 
difficulties  but  the  interest  of  the  Sov  .'.  Grand  Commander  seems 
unflagging.  Although  Senor  Asturias  is  advanced  in  years,  he  is  still 
full  of  energy  and  devoted  to  the  interests  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry. 
Consistories  have  been  established  in  Honduras  and  Nicaragua. 
For  many  years  the  Supreme  Council  of  Central  America  allowed  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Panama  jurisdiction  over  the  Masons  on  the 
Atlantic  coast,  but  this  privilege  has  now  been  withdrawn. 

COLOMBIA 

The  Sov  .'.  Gr  .".  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the 
Republic  of  Colombia  writes  very  hopefully  of  Masonry’s  future  in 
his  country.  He  states  that  there  is  a  decided  progressive  movement 
both  in  the  Symbolic  Grand  Lodges  and  in  the  Supreme  Council. 
The  Supreme  Council  for  Colombia  was  instituted  in  1833,  just  a 
hundred  years  ago. 

There  are  three  Grand  Lodges  in  Colombia  with  headquarters  at 
Cartagena,  Barranquilla  and  Bogota,  respectively.  This  division  of 
the  country  is  a  necessity  owing  to  the  distances  and  the  lack  of 
adequate  means  of  transportation.  All  three  are  on  amicable  terms 
with  one  another  and  the  Scottish  Rite  draws  its  membership  from 
them  all. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 

There  are  two  Grand  Lodges  in  this  country,  the  National 
Grand  Lodge  which  conducts  its  business  in  the  Czech  language  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  Lessing  Zu  den  drei  Ringen  in  which  German  is  the 
official  tongue.  The  two  work  harmoniously  in  concord  and  friend¬ 
ship. 


Heretofore,  the  Scottish  Rite  has  depended  for  its  membership 
altogether  upon  the  National  Grand  Lodge,  but  a  committee  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Lessing  Grand  Lodge  to  investigate  Scottish  Rite 
Masonry  has  recommended  that  its  members  be  permitted  to  take 
the  Scottish  Rite  degrees.  This  action  must  help  both  the  Supreme 
Council  and  the  German-speaking  Grand  Lodge. 

DOMINICA 

Scottish  Rite  Masonry  is  very  active  in  this  republic.  At  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council  in  February  last,  Charters 
were  issued  to  five  new  Consistories,  two  Councils  of  Kadosh  and 
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three  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix,  with  several  more  under  dispensation. 
Forty-five  brethren  were  elected  Honorary  Inspectors-General, 
thirty-five  of  these  receiving  the  degrees. 

Action  was  taken  to  revise  and  reprint  all  liturgies  and  rituals. 
The  Sov  .'.  Grand  Commander  is  reported  to  have  visited  all  valleys 
personally.  A  Benevolent  fund  was  established  into  which  is  to 
be  paid  ten  per  cent,  of  all  moneys  coming  into  the  treasury  of 
Supreme  Council. 

A  regrettable  occasion  was  the  expulsion  from  Supreme  Council 
of  the  former  Secretary-General,  on  charges  of  rebellion,  violation  of 
his  obligations  and  other  misconduct. 

FRANCE 

The  Supreme  Council  of  France  has  established  a  new  Chapter 
of  Rose  Croix  at  Besancon,  which  lies  on  the  border  between  Switzer¬ 
land  and  Germany.  The  Sov  .'.  Grand  Commander,  Rene  Raymond 
declared  his  purpose  of  making  an  inspectoral  visit  to  the  Scottish 
Rite  bodies  in  Algeria.  Exiled  Russians  in  Paris  are  organizing  a 
Council  of  Kadosh.  These  Russians  are  all  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  France. 

The  annual  report  of  work  of  the  Rite  in  France  comes  as  a 
neatly  printed  volume  of  about  eighty  pages.  It  contains  a  list  of 
all  the  Sov  Grand  Commanders  from  the  formation  of  the  Supreme 
Council  in  1804;  a  list  of  all  the  members  of  Supreme  Council  from 
that  date;  a  tableau  of  the  present  officers  and  Honorary  members; 
a  record  of  all  members  of  the  30°,  31°  and  32°.  The  personnel  of  the 
Central  Executive  Council  is  also  given,  the  President  being  Bro 
Lamouret,  the  Secretary- General.  A  list  of  subordinate  bodies 
with  their  officers  is  very  valuable.  The  new  Chapter  at  Besancon 
bears  the  name  Spec  et  Fides.  Ths  list  of  other  Supreme  Councils 
in  amity  with  France  needs  revision  as  there  are  many  inaccuracies. 

GERMANY 

The  following  extract  from  a  letter  written  by  a  prominent 
German  Mason  is  very  significant:  “We  believe  we  ought  to  inform 
our  readers  that,  in  correspondence  with  German  brothers,  all 
mention  of  Masonic  matters  should  be  omitted,  because  it  might  not 
be  wise  for  a  man’s  Masonic  standing  to  be  known  at  this  time.” 

The  following  authentic  notice  has  been  sent  out  from  Scottish 
Rite  headquarters  in  Germany: 
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“The  Supreme  Council  of  the  33rd  and  last  degree  of  Germany 
of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  under  the  C.  C.  sitting  at 
Berlin  (Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  Active  Members  of  the 
Supreme  Council)  has  arrived  at  the  following  conclusion  as  of 
March  31,  1933. 

“The  Supreme  Council  of  the  33rd  and  last  degree  of  Germany  of 
the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  and  subordinate  bodies 
under  its  jurisdiction  have  suspended  activities.  The  members  were 
relieved  of  their  obligations  on  April  1,  1933.  The  Masonic  rela¬ 
tions  with  all  other  Supreme  Councils  of  the  world  were  declared  at 
rest.

MEXICO 

Some  dissatisfied  Masons  have  been  trying  to  establish  another 
Supreme  Council  in  Mexico,  with  headquarters  at  Monterey,  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  republic.  The  movement,  however,  is  not 
meeting  with  much  success  and  will  likely  be  short-lived. 

PARAGUAY 

Despite  the  war  with  Bolivia,  Freemasonry  in  Paraguay  has 
taken  on  new  life.  New  officers  have  been  elected  both  in  Grand 
Lodge  and  Supreme  Council.  These  bodies  are  autonomous  and 
independent  of  each  other.  The  Masonic  temples  in  the  important 
centres  are  joint  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Supreme 
Council,  each  owning  half.  A  rule  exists  that  the  Grand  Master 
and  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Symbolic  Grand  Lodge  may 
not  hold  office  in  the  Supreme  Council  at  the  same  time.  The 
subordinate  bodies  are  more  active  than  they  have  been  for  many 
years. 


PERU 

The  Sov  .*.  Grand  Commander,  C.  W.  Hartmann  has  been 
deposed  and  expelled  on  charges  of  misappropriation  of  funds  and 
has  been  succeeded  by  Carlos  Tudela. 
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POLAND 

The  progress  of  Masonic  activity  is  quite  marked.  Only  a 
few  years  ago  any  Masonic  communications  had  to  be  sent  annoy- 
mously  for  fear  of  non-delivery.  Correspondence  is  now  quite 
reqular  and  Masons  are  preparing  to  erect  a  Temple  in  Warsaw, 
to  cost  approximately  300,000  dollars. 

PORTUGAL 

Joan  de  Magalhaes  has  been  elected  Sov  .'.  Grand  Commander 
One  of  the  oldest  and  most  active  members  of  the  Supreme  Council, 
Leandro  de  Mello,  is  dead.  He  was  Secretary- General. 

ROUMANIA 

Roumanian  civilization  dates  back  to  years  before  the  Christian 
era,  but  the  real  progress  of  the  country  began  with  the  Roman 
occupation  about  100  A.  D.,  when,  under  the  name  of  Dacia,  it  was 
one  of  the  most  prosperous  Roman  provinces.  The  present  descend¬ 
ants  of  the  Roumanian  stock  regard  themselves  as  the  lineal  off¬ 
spring  of  the  ancient  Romans  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  Latin 
civilization  has  influenced  in  great  degree  the  life  and  history  of  the 
people. 

It  is  a  country,  wealthy  in  all  manner  of  natural  resources, 
one  of  the  great  wheat  producers  of  the  world,  with  over  80  per  cent, 
of  the  people  engaged  in  agriculture.  The  War  made  many  changes. 
Roumania  came  out  of  the  struggle  with  her  territory  and  popula¬ 
tion  more  than  doubled.  Bessarabia  was  added  from  Russia, 
Bukovina  from  Austria,  Transylvania  from  Hungary.  The  number 
of  citizens  increased  from  seven  million  to  seventeen  and  a  half 
million.  Complete  religious  freedom  is  enjoyed.  Those  of  the 
Oriental  orthodox  religion,  Roman  Catholics,  Greek  Catholics, 
Protestants,  Jews,  Mohammedans,  Armenians,  all  live  happily 
together  under  the  protecting  aegis  of  the  Government. 

The  original  Roumanian  stock,  consisting  about  eighty  per  cent, 
of  the  population,  predominates  and  has  a  great  problem  in  assimilat¬ 
ing  into  the  national  life  the  many  accessions  of  Saxons,  Hungarians, 
Bulgarians,  Gypsies,  Russians,  Greeks,  Poles,  Turks,  Jews  and 
Catholics,  all  of  whom  have  been  thrown  into  the  National  melting 
pot. 


Masonry,  and  especially  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  is  one  of  the 
great  factors  in  this  national  problem.  Its  enthusiastic  work  in 
disseminating  the  principles  of  brotherhood,  tolerant  co-operation, 
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and  the  virtues  of  patriotism  and  faith  in  the  future,  is  of  immense 
value.  Under  the  leadership  of  the  veteran  Sov  .".  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  Jean  Pangal,  Masonic  activity  continues  with  undoubted 
benefit  to  this  great  nation. 


VENEZUELA 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Venezuela,  at  its  quarterly  session  in 
April  last,  passed  a  resolution  to  establish  fraternal  relations  with 
the  Supreme  Council  of  Bolivia,  established  some  two  years  ago. 

Following  his  election  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Symbolic  Grand 
Lodge,  Brother  Beroes  has  resigned  his  office  of  Minister  of  State 
in  the  Supreme  Council.  It  is  customary  in  some  of  the  Latin 
countries  that  the  same  brother  shall  not  be  Sov  .'.  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  and  Grand  Master  at  the  same  time.  Apparently  this  is  to 
prove  the  fact  of  the  autonomy  and  independence  of  the  two  Grand 
Bodies.

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On  motion  by  Ill  Bro  Davis  the  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  of  the  Supreme  Council  was  tendered  to  the  Breth¬ 
ren  of  the  Valley  of  Ottawa  and  to  the  ladies  associated 
with  them  for  the  many  kindly  courtesies  tendered  to  our 
members  and  the  ladies  accompanying  them.  The 
excellent  manner  in  which  the  arrangements  for  our  com¬ 
fort  have  been  carried  out  has  rendered  this  one  of  the 
most  enjoyable  sessions  of  the  Supreme  Council. 

The  box  of  fraternal  assistance  was  then  passed  and 
the  collection  donated  to  the  Bodies  of  the  Rite  in  the 
Valley  of  Ottawa. 

The  labours  of  Supreme  Council  being  ended,  the 
Chain-of-Union  was  formed,  and  the  Council  was  then 
closed  at  12.30  o’clock  p.m.  to  assemble  again  in  the  City 
of  Montreal,  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  on  the  first  Tues¬ 
day  in  October,  1934,  at  10.00  o’clock  a.m. 
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ILL/.  BRO.\  REV.  FRANK  CHARTERS,  D.C.L.,  33° 

Grand  Prior  of  our  Supreme  Council,  died  at  his  late 
residence  in  Montreal,  Quebec,  on  10th  November,  1932, 
in  his  68th  year. 

The  funeral  service  was  held  in  St.  Stephen’s  Church, 
of  which  he  had  been  Rector  during  the  latter  part  of  his 
Ministry,  and  was  conducted  by  His  Lordship  The  Bishop 
of  Montreal. 

Although  Dr.  Charters  had  been  in  failing  health  for 
the  last  number  of  years  and  during  which  time  he  faith¬ 
fully  carried  out  the  duties  devolving  upon  him  as  Rector 
of  St.  Stephens’  Church,  it  was  thought  that,  on  being 
relieved  from  active  service  by  his  retirement  from  the 
Charge  last  September,  his  well  earned  rest  would  have 
assisted  in  his  recovery  to  health. 

For  44  years,  since  he  was  ordained  into  the  Ministry 
by  Archbishop  Bond — then  Bishop  of  Montreal —  he  had 
led  an  active,  useful  and  successful,  life,  formerly  occupying 
Charges  in  the  Eastern  Townships  and  returning  to 
Montreal  in  the  year  1896. 

In  addition  to  his  ministerial  and  parochial  duties* 
Dr.  Charters  took  a  deep  interest  in  educational  matters, 
serving  on  the  Governing  Board  of  the  Diocesan  Theologi¬ 
cal  College,  Montreal,  and  having  the  degree  of  D.C.L. 
conferred  upon  him  by  the  University  of  Bishop’s  College, 
Lennoxville. 

Intensely  interested  in  Masonry  in  all  its  varying 
branches,  Dr.  Charters  cheerfully  gave  loyal  and  valuable 
service  to  the  many  offices  which  he  occupied  in  the  different 
Bodies.  He  was  initiated  into  Masonry  in  Zetland  Lodge 
No.  12  Q.R.  on  1st  October,  1898  and  became  Worshipful 
Master  of  his  Lodge  in  1903.  He  was  also  an  Honorary 
Past  Master  of  University  Lodge  No.  84  Q.R.  and  Royal 
Arthur  Lodge  No.  85  Q.R. 

He  was  District  Grand  Chaplain  of  Montreal  District 
No.  1  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  in  1899,  1900  and  1907, 
and  was  elected  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
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Quebec  for  the  years  1911  and  1912,  and  continued  an  able 
and  faithful  member  and  adviser  of  that  Grand  Body 
until  his  death. 

Dr.  Charters  received  his  Mark  Degree  in  Carnarvon 
Chapter  on  29th  January,  1900,  and  his  Royal  Arch  Degree 
on  9th  February,  1900. 

He  was  initiated  into  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  receiving 
the  4°  on  8th  February,  1900,  and  the  14°  on  9th  March, 
1900  in  Hochelaga  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection.  He  re¬ 
ceived  the  18°  in  Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  on  11th  April,  1901.  In  this  Body  he  sat  as  Most 
Wise  Sovereign  from  1908  to  1912.  His  beautiful  render¬ 
ing  of  the  Ritual  in  presenting  to  the  candidates  the  Jewel 
of  the  Rose  Croix  Chapter  will  never  be  forgotten  by  those 
who  were  privileged  to  hear  it.  He  received  the  Consistory 
Degrees  in  Montreal  Sovereign  Consistory. 

At  the  time  when  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  was 
instituted  in  Montreal  on  17th  September,  1909,  Dr.  Chart¬ 
ers  was  a  Charter  Member  and  in  the  year  1913  was 
elected  Grand  Junior  Warden,  which  position  he  retained 
until  his  death. 

The  33°  Honorary  Inspector  General  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  33°  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada  was  con¬ 
ferred  upon  Dr.  Charters  on  23rd  October,  1912,  and  he 
received  his  Active  33°  on  23rd  October,  1919.  He  served 
in  office  as  Illustrious  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Quebec 
during  the  years  1919  to  1925,  and  was  elected  Grand 
Prior  of  Supreme  Council  in  1928,  which  office  he  retained 
until  his  death. 

A  man  of  commanding  personality  and  broad  views, 
charitable  in  thought  and  deed,  genial  and  affectionate, 
clear  in  his  pronouncements  and  possessing  that  great 
saving  grace  of  humour,  a  sincere  friend  and  a  lovable 
companion. 

Dr.  Charters,  who  was  never  married,  leaves  behind 
him  one  brother  and  one  sister.  To  the  members  of  his 
family  we  extend  our  heartfelt  sympathy  in  their  be¬ 
reavement.

K.  C.  33° 

Grand  Captain  of  the  Guard,  Supreme  Council  for 
Canada. 

Following  an  intermittent  illness  of  five  years  resulting 
from  a  stroke,  our  beloved  brother  died  at  7  o’clock  on  the 
evening  of  Sunday,  26th  of  March,  in  his  66th  year,  fol¬ 
lowing  a  sudden  heart  attack. 

The  deceased  was  born  in  the  city  of  Montreal,  April 
23rd,  1867,  came  to  Toronto  while  still  a  small  boy,  and 
was  educated  at  Upper  Canada  College,  University  of 
Toronto  and  Osgoode  Hall. 

For  a  number  of  years  he  was  a  partner  of  Colonel 
G.  R.  Geary,  K.C.,  M.P.,  former  Mayor  of  Toronto  and 
afterwards  Corporation  Counsel. 

When  Mr.  Geary  was  appointed  to  the  latter  position, 
Mr.  McMaster  became  associated  with  the  firm  of  Mc- 
Master,  Montgomery  &  Fleury,  with  which  he  had  since 
practised. 

The  lessons  of  Freemasonry  interested  Ill  .*.  Bro  .*. 
McMaster  profoundly,  and  in  the  practice  of  its  teachings 
he  found  great  opportunity  for  service.  He  was  raised 
to  the  Sublime  Degree  of  Master  Mason  in  Ionic  Lodge 
No.  25  G.R.C.,  served  through  all  the  offices  until  he  be¬ 
came  Worshipful  Master  of  that  Lodge,  which  position 
he  filled  with  marked  acceptance.  Had  it  not  been  for  the 
great  burden  of  his  professional  duties,  we  should  unani¬ 
mously  have  accorded  him  many  other  Masonic  honors. 

His  personal  manner  was  ever  genial  and  friendly. 
He  was  unaffected  and  cordial  in  his  relations  with  all. 
Hence  he  possessed  that  rarest  of  verdicts  of  his  fellow-men 
— while  they  admired  his  character,  his  ability  and  his 
attainments,  they  also  liked  him  for  himself. 

Ill .'.  Bro .'.  McMaster  in  Capitular  Masonry  was 
exalted  to  the  degree  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  in  Saint 
Paul’s  Chapel  No.  65,  June  9th,  1915. 
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In  the  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry,  Ill Bro 
McMaster  had  a  record,  which  we  had  all  hoped  to  have 
seen  extended  for  many  years,  having  served  as  T  P  .\ 
G  M  of  the  Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection,  M  W  S 
of  the  Toronto  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  He  was  honored 
by  the  Supreme  Council  in  the  City  of  Hamilton,  January 
23rd,  1918,  by  being  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector- 
General  33°,  and  again  in  the  same  city  he  was  crowned  an 
Active  Member,  October  28th,  1920. 

Always  willingly  serving  when  opportunity  presented 
at  the  time  of  his  death  he  held  the  office  of  Grand  Captain 
of  the  Guard. 

In  Supreme  Council — my  report  from  our  Ill 
Secretary-General,  while  short,  is  quite  to  the  point. 
Dr.  Ballard  says:  He  discharged  all  his  duties  with  modesty 
and  thoroughness,  and  his  work  on  committees  was  ex¬ 
haustive,  concise  and  prompt,  and  will  be  missed  by  his 
fellow  members  on  these  committees. 

Our  Brother  was  also  a  much  beloved  member  of  the 
Royal  Order  of  Scotland. 

His  public  activities  were  many,  some  of  them  being: — 

Director  of  the  North  American  Life  Assurance 

Company. 

Vice-President  of  London-Canada  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany. 

President  of  the  Imperial  Trust  Company  of  Canada. 

Counsel  for  the  Toronto  Harbour  Commission. 

With  prominent  members  of  the  legal  profession  and 
of  the  Masonic  Order  present  to  pay  their  last  tribute  of 
respect,  following  a  private  service  at  the  residence  of  his 
son,  the  Rev.  W.  Ramsey  Armitage,  assisted  by  Rev. 
Dr.  Winchester,  conducted  the  public  service  at  the 
Church  of  the  Messiah. 

At  the  graveside,  members  of  Ionic  Lodge  observed 
the  Ritual  of  the  Order. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  one  daughter  and  one  son, 
and  to  them  we  extend  our  sincere  sympathy  in  their 
great  loss. 


ROBERT  ALEXANDER  WALLACE 
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ILL/.  BRO.\  ROBERT  ALEXANDER 

WALLACE,  33° 

Honorary-Inspector  General  of  the  Supreme  Council 
for  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  was  born  on  20th  May,  1868, 
at  Carrickmacross,  County  of  Monaghan,  Ireland,  and 
died  in  the  City  of  Quebec  on  15th  November,  1932. 

His  education  commenced  in  the  National  Schools  of 
Ireland  and  continued  in  the  public  schools  of  Ontario* 
Canada,  where  he  had  come  as  a  boy,  his  first  home  in  this 
country  being  in  the  City  of  Hamilton. 

He  entered  the  service  of  the  Hamilton  Gas  Eight 
Company  in  the  year  1890,  eventually  becoming  one  of  the 
most  prominent  gas  engineers  in  Canada.  He  held  many 
offices  in  the  Canadian  Gas  Association,  of  which  he  was  a 
Past  President. 

He  came  to  the  City  of  Quebec  in  1906  as  Manager  of 
the  Quebec  Gas  Company,  which  position  he  held  until 
the  time  of  his  death. 

Bob  Wallace  was  an  Elder  in  Chalmers-Wesley 
Church  and  a  devout  Christian.  To  the  Church  he  gave 
willing  and  faithful  service  and  readily  embraced  every 
opportunity  of  rendering  public  service. 

It  was  in  Masonry,  however,  that  he  was  most  deeply 
interested,  and  he  was  a  tower  of  strength  in  the  Craft  in 
the  City  of  Quebec. 

He  was  initiated  in  the  Lodge  of  Strict  Observance, 
No.  27,  of  Hamilton,  Ont.,  remaining  a  member  of  that 
Lodge  until  the  day  of  his  death. 

On  his  residing  in  the  City  of  Quebec  he  became  a 
member  of  St.  John’s  Lodge  No.  3,  also  an  Honorary 
Member  of  St.  Andrew’s  Lodge  No.  6,  as  well  as  of  Tuscan 
Lodge,  No.  28,  Levis.  He  was  a  member  of  Stadacona 
Chapter,  R.A.M.,  Quebec. 

He  was  initiated  into  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  becom' 
ing  a  member  of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Hamilton* 
and  of  the  Hamilton  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  was  a 
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Eife  Member  of  both  of  these  Bodies.  In  Quebec  he  became 
an  active  member  of  Quebec  Lodge  of  Perfection  and 
Quebec  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  He  received  his  Con¬ 
sistory  Degrees  in  Montreal  Sovereign  Consistory. 

In  the  year  1918  he  became  a  member  of  the  Provincial 
Chapter  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  in  Montreal. 

In  1925  he  was  made  an  Honorary  Inspector-General 
of  the  Supreme  Council. 

Scottish  Rite  Masonry  was  very  dear  to  his  heart  and 
he  laboured  unceasingly  in  the  Lodge  and  Chapter  in 
Quebec  City.  I  talked  to  him  as  he  layin  the  hospital 
during  his  last  illness.  “There  is  something  more  in 
Scottish  Rite  Masonry”,  he  said,  “than  the  actual  exempli¬ 
fication  of  our  ritual  and  ceremonies.  I  wish  I  could  im¬ 
press  it  on  our  members.”  If  what  he  visioned  he  found 
hard  to  express  in  words,  he  at  least  lived  it  in  his  life, 
and  those  he  met  and  knew  him  realized  that  Bob  Wallace 
always  stood  firm  for  his  convictions  and  principles  and 
gave  himself  freely  and  unstintingly  in  the  welfare  and 
happiness  of  others.  The  community  in  which  he  lived, 
and  the  friends  he  made  are  the  richer  for  his  life.

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ILL.*.  BRO.\  WILLIAM  HENRY  HAYES,  33° 

Born  at  Carlingford,  Perth  County,  Ontario,  October 
25,  1868,  Ill Bro Hayes  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada  in  1885  at  London, 
Ontario,  and  was  transferred  to  Windsor  as  Local  Manager 
in  1898.  In  1905,  he  was  transferred  to  Winnipeg  as 
District  Manager  for  Winnipeg  and  Saskatchewan.  In 
1908,  when  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  sold  its  interests 
in  Manitoba  to  the  Manitoba  Government,  he  became 
Commission  Engineer  for  the  Government,  and  held  that 
position  until  July,  1912,  when  he  resigned  and  accepted 
a  position  as  Superintendent  of  Plant  with  the  Maritime 
Telegraph  and  Telephone  Company,  Halifax,  Nova  Soctia. 
In  1914  he  was  appointed  Assistant  General  Manager  of 
that  Company,  and  in  1922  became  General  Manager  of 
the  same  Company,  which  position  he  held  until  his  death. 
He  died  on  January  21,  1933,  after  a  lingering  illness.  His 
wife,  Estelle  M.  Harris,  of  Chicago,  predeceased  him  on 
December  30,  1928. 

Ill  Bro  Hayes  was  a  member  of  Fort  Massey 
United  Church.  He  was  particularly  interested  in  boys’ 
work  and  took  a  great  interest  in  the  Y.M.C.A.  He  was 
also  in  charge  of  the  Red  Cross  work  in  the  Province  of 
Nova  Scotia  for  several  years. 

Ill Bro  Hayes’  Masonic  interest  was  perhaps  the 
outstanding  part  of  his  life.  He  was  initiated  in  Virgin 
Lodge  No.  3  R.N.S.  at  Halifax  in  1915;  became  Master  of 
his  Lodge  in  1920.  He  became  a  Member  of  Victoria 
Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1917;  of  Keith  Rose  Croix  Chapter 
in  January,  1918;  and  a  member  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Con¬ 
sistory  in  July,  1918.  He  served  as  Most  Wise  Sovereign 
of  Keith  Chapter  for  two  years  and  Commander-in-Chief 
of  the  Consistory  for  six  years.  In  October  1922  he  was 
crowned  an  Honorary  Inspector-General.  In  May,  1925 
he  became  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland, 
occupying  the  position  of  Senior  Grand  Warden  of  the 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  that  Order  in  Nova  Scotia. 
He  took  a  particular  interest  in  the  working  of  the  various 
degrees  both  in  the  Blue  Lodge  and  in  the  Rite,  and  was  a 
ritualist  of  a  very  high  order. 
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In  the  passing  of  Bro Hayes,  Masonry  in  Nova 
Scotia  loses  one  of  her  brightest  exponents,  and  his  place 
among  us  will  not  be  easy  to  fill.  He  was  buried  in  Mount 
Pleasant  Cemetery,  London,  Ontario,  beside  his  wife. 
Bro  Hayes  had  no  children,  and  was  the  last  of  his 
family.— J.H.W. 


SIR  DANIEL  HUNTER  McMILLEN 
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SIR  DANIEL  HUNTER  McMILLAN,  K.C.M.G.,  33° 

Daniel  Hunter  McMillan  was  born  at  Whitby,  Ont., 
on  January  14th,  1846,  a  son  of  James  and  Eleanor  (Craw¬ 
ford)  McMillan,  the  former  a  native  of  Scotland,  and  the 
latter  of  Ireland.  He  was  educated  in  his  native  town, 
later  attending  school  in  Collingwood,  Ont. 

When  only  18  years  of  age  he  served  as  a  volunteer  on 
the  Niagara  frontier  in  1864,  and  during  the  Fenian  raid 
of  1866.  He  went  west  with  the  Wolseley  expedition  in 
1870  to  assist  in  suppressing  the  Louis  Riel  rebellion,  after¬ 
wards  returning  to  the  East  for  a  period  of  about  four 
years. 

Winnipeg  had  about  200  inhabitants  when  he  first 
became  one  of  its  citizens,  being  impressed  with  the  possi¬ 
bilities  of  this  great  prairie  country. 

Sir  Daniel  McMillan  established  the  first  grist  mill  in 
Winnipeg,  located  on  Lombard  street,  near  where  the 
Grain  Exchange  now  stands.  The  population  grew,  and 
business  increased  until  in  1883  his  output  was  250  barrels 
per  day,  and  he  has  continued  to  be  associated  in  some 
way  with  the  grain  business. 

As  a  bright  young  business  man  he  was  soon  drawn 
into  politics.  At  one  time  he  served  as  president  of  the 
Manitoba  Liberal  Association,  and  in  1879  ran  unsuccess¬ 
fully  for  the  Legislature,  but  in  1880  was  elected  for  Centre 
Winnipeg,  which  constituency  he  represented  until  1900 
when  he  was  made  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  Province 
of  Manitoba.  During  the  period  1889  to  1900  he  was 
provincial  treasurer  in  the  Greenway  government. 

For  eleven  years  he  held  the  office  of  Lieutenant 
Governor,  proving  himself  a  most  accomplished  head  of 
the  executive  in  the  social  as  well  as  in  the  political  sense. 
On  the  occasion  of  his  retirement,  he  was  tendered  a  com¬ 
plimentary  banquet  by  the  citizens  of  Winnipeg  and  pre¬ 
sented  with  a  magnificent  silver  service.  During  his 
term  of  office  he  was  host  to  the  Duke  of  York  and  Princess 
Mary,  now  our  reigning  monarchs. 
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On  the  occasion  of  the  accession  to  the  throne  of  King 
Edward  VII  in  1901,  Daniel  McMillan  was  created  a 
Knight  Commander  of  the  Order  of  St.  Michael  and  St. 
George. 

His  counsel  was  sought  by  many  business  organiza¬ 
tions  in  Winnipeg.  He  was  the  first  president  of  the 
Northern  Crown  Bank,  holding  that  office  almost  to  the 
time  it  was  absorbed  by  the  Royal  Bank  of  Canada.  In 
1928  he  was  elected  vice-president  of  the  Great  West  Eife 
Assurance  Co.,  which  he  had  served  for  many  years  as 
director.  He  was  also  a  director  of  the  Toronto  General 
Trusts  Corporation. 

In  1885  he  helped  to  organize  the  95th  regiment  of 
Winnipeg  and  he  was  made  a  Major  of  that  military  unit; 
in  1887  he  was  elevated  to  the  command  of  the  regiment, 
which  he  served  for  many  years.  In  1904  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  honorary  colonel  of  the  12th  Manitoba  Dragoons 
and  has  held  that  appointment  ever  since. 

His  Masonic  activities  were  the  following: — 

Initiated  into  Prince  Rupert’s  Lodge  No.,  G.R.M. 
A.F.  &  A.M.  January  16th,  1871;  installed  as  W.M.  Dec.

Was  elected  to  receive  the  Honorary  33°  at  the  1889 
session  of  Supreme  Council,  which  was  conferred  upon  him 
by  Sov  Grand  Com  J.  V.  Ellis,  when  the  latter  was 
on  an  official  visit  to  Winnipeg  in  1890. 

In  March,  1887  he  married  Mary,  the  daughter  of 
James  Lindsay,  of  Collingwood,  Ont.  Lady  McMillan 
died  on  February  1st,  1923.  He  has  one  daughter,  Mrs. 
Leigh  N.  McCarthy  of  Toronto. 

In  his  religious  life  he  was  a  lifelong  member  of  the 
former  Knox  Presbyterian  Church,  and  since  Union,  of 
Knox  United  Church.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  the 
oldest  member  of  the  organization  and  was  at  all  times  an 
outstandingly  generous  and  loyal  member. 
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The  funeral  service  was  held  at  his  Church,  and  was 
conducted  by  two  lifelong  friends,  M  W  Bros  .*.  Rev. 
Dr.  Baird  and  Archbishop  Matheson,  both  of  whom  in 
eloquent  terms  bore  sincere  and  loving  tribute  to  one  who 
in  all  his  relationships  in  life  exemplified  all  that  is  highest 
and  finest  in  Canadian  citizenship. 

The  concourse  of  people  present  from  all  walks  of  life 
and  all  types  of  religious  belief  demonstrated  the  very  high 
esteem  in  which  Bro  .*.  McMillan  was  regarded  by  the 
citizens  of  Manitoba. 

“And  now  he  rests;  his  greatness  and  his  sweetness

And  Death  has  molded  into  calm  completeness 
The  statue  of  his  life; 

And  round  his  grave  are  quietude  and  beauty.

CHARLES  WILLIAM  CARTWRIGHT 
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ILL/.  Bro.\  CHARLES  WILLIAM  CARTWRIGHT,  33° 

In  the  passing  away  of  Ill  /.  Bro  /.  Charles  William 
Cartwright  33°,  Hamilton  lost  one  of  its  most  estimable 
citizens  and  Freemasonry  one  of  its  most  valued  members. 

He  was  born  in  London,  England,  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  and  began  his  office  experience  in  that  city. 

His  family  removed  to  Canada  when  he  was  a  young 
man  settling  in  St.  Thomas  where  he  entered  the  service  of 
the  Cochrane  Manufacturing  Co.  From  St.  Thomas  he 
went  to  London  becoming  accountant  of  the  Agricultural 
Savings  and  Loan  Co. 

In  1890  he  was  appointed  manager  of  the  Landed 
Banking  &  Loan  Co.  of  Hamilton,  which  position  he  filled 
until  his  retirement  in  1925  on  account  of  ill  health.  After 
a  long  and  tedious  illness  he  passed  away  in  May,  1933. 

He  joined  the  Barton  Lodge  No.  6,  A.F.  &  A.M.  in 
1904,  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1905,  Hamilton 
Rose  Croix  Chapter  in  1906,  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory 
in  1907,  receiving  his  32°  in  1908. 

He  received  his  Royal  Arch  degree  in  St.  John’s 
Chapter  No.  6,  afterwards  becoming  a  charter  member  of 
the  Hamilton  Chapter  No.  175  in  1910.  He  received  the 
degrees  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  in  1912. 

He  was  crowned  an  Honorary  Member,  33°  of  the 
Supreme  Council  in  1920. 

He  served  as  Treasurer  of  the  Barton  Lodge  from  1910 
to  1925  and  was  for  many  years  a  member  of  its  Board  of 
General  Purposes.  He  was  Treasurer  of  Murton  Lodge  of 
Perfection  from  1915  to  1924. 

Until  his  illness  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  Towers  Limited. 

He  was  a  Past  President  of  St.  George’s  Society  and 
for  a  long  time  took  a  very  active  part  in  all  its  charitable 
work. 
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He  served  for  many  years  as  Treasurer  of  the  Victorian 
Order  of  Nurses.  He  was  always  one  who  could  be  relied 
on  to  assist  in  any  charitable  activity. 

He  was  a  member  of  All  Saints’  Church  and  was  at  one 
time  People’s  Warden  and  Lay  Delegate  to  the  Synod  of 
Niagara. 

As  an  ardent  sportsman  and  very  efficient  Curler  and 
Lawn  Bowler  he  brought  much  credit  to  the  Hamilton 
Thistle  Curling  and  Bowling  Club  of  both  of  which  he  was  a 
Past  President.  He  was  also  a  Past  President  of  the  On¬ 
tario  Curling  Association. 

He  was  President  of  the  Hamilton  Club  in  1912. 

He  was  a  man  of  great  energy,  ability  and  force  of 
character  and  a  charming  personality.  In  all  his  activities 
he  was  a  leader  who  endeared  himself  by  his  lovable  dis¬ 
position  to  all  those  with  whom  he  was  associated. — W.H.

DAVID  ROBERTSON 
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ILL/.  BRO.\  DAVID  ROBERTSON,  33° 

Born  near  Leven,  Fifeshire,  Scotland,  March  28th, 
1850,  died  at  Vancouver,  September  27th,  1933. 

One  more  name  was  struck  from  the  roll  of  Van¬ 
couver’s  pioneer  builders  when  Bro  .'.  David  Robertson,  one 
of  the  City’s  oldest  and  most  widely  known  residents 
passed  away  at  his  home  1340  West  Fourteenth  Street  at 
the  age  of  eighty-three  years. 

Of  Scotch  birth,  he  was  educated  at  Kennoway  Public 
School,  and  commenced  his  business  career  as  an  apprentice 
with  Waterson  and  Company  of  Edinburgh.  Later  he 
moved  to  Liverpool,  and  in  1888  he  was  led  by  his  pioneer 
spirit  to  far  lands  coming  to  British  Columbia  and  to 
Vancouver. 

In  partnership  with  the  late  J.  W.  Hackett  he  built 
several  of  the  large  buildings  in  Vancouver,  and  later  with 
his  partner  became  interested  in  the  sawmill  business  and 
launched  several  enterprises  in  that  direction.  He  was 
President  of  Robertson  and  Hackett’s  Sawmills  Ltd., 
President  of  Robertson  and  Hackett  Sash  and  Door  Ltd., 
President  of  Dominion  Mills  Ltd.,  and  a  Director  of 
Hudson  Bay  Mortgage  Co.,  Ltd. 

Active  in  municipal  and  social  affairs,  he  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Convocation  of  the  University  of  British  Columbia, 
a  Past  President  of  the  Board  of  Vancouver  General 
Hospital,  and  a  member  of  the  Canadian  Club. 

Perhaps  in  no  way  was  shown  more  clearly  Bro  .*. 
Robertson’s  interest  in  and  consideration  for  his  fellows  and 
humanity  than  by  his  broad  and  earnest  activities  in  the 
cause  of  Masonry,  the  distinguished  record  of  which  is  as
